RIOT IN THE 


A DISQUIETING REPORT 


THE RUMORED SUDDEN DEATH 
OF ABDURRAHMAN. 


A NEW AND IMPORTANT CATHOLIC 
COLLEGE IN ENGLAND—A NEW PLAY 
PRODUCED IN LONDON.

Lonpon, Sept. 20.—It is notoriously un- 
safe to take Afghan news from Russia, 
but a St. Petersburg dispatch to the effect 
that the Ameer has died suddenly creates 
a good deal of anxiety here. Abdurrah- 
man has been in bad health a number of 
years, and his death would be nothing 
strange, yet its effect on England and 
English politics, if it is true that it has 
happened, will be wide and striking. An 
impression prevails in Indian circles that 
Ishak’s rebellion is succeeding. 

The most important Catholic educational 
institution in Great Britain, save perhaps 
the Jesuits’ College at Stonehurst, was 
opened at Tooting to-day by Cardinal Man- 
ning in presence of the Bishops of South- 
wark and Portsmouth, many priests, and a 
great concourse of people. Tooting College 
is the chef-dceuvre of the Christian Broth- 
ers. It hasa claim on American interest 
from the fact that it owes its existence to 
two Americans. Its President, Brother Po- 
tamian, is a New-York City boy, better 
known to the world of science as Dr. 
O'Reilly, and the Provincial of the order in 
Britain and Ireland is Brother Clementian, 
a native of Baltimore, and very well 
known throughout America. These men 
invented the college, carried it through 
to the completion of the whole building, 
and fitted it with school furniture bought 
in America by Dr. O’Reilly last Winter, and 
it is probable that this example will revolu- 
tionize the awkward archaic furniture of 
European schools. The total cost of the 
college to the present time is about $400,000. 
The site is on land confiscated when Merton 
Abbey was suppressed, over three centuries 
ago, and, all in all, this is probably the 
most important Catholic foundation in 
England since that time. 

“The Fair Bigamist,” by Miss U. Burford, 
was produced at the Royalty to-night. It 
is conventional in plot and very crude in 
treatment, being simply a series of scenes 
with only half the necessary dialogue, and 
has no commercial value. 


CHAMBERLAIN IS SATISFIED. 
HEARTILY IN ACCORD WITH THE GOY- 
ERNMENT POLICY. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lais, in his address at the conference of Radical 
Unionists at Bradford yesterday, positively 
approved of the policy of the Government as 
far as it bad gone, and said that he was partiy 
responsible fer it. He was prepared to defend 
and support that policy. He weuld notiaise 
a finger to deatroy the Government while the 
Gladstonian policy was the alternative. The 
alliance between the Conservatives and dissi- 


dent Liberais was firm and a thorough enitente 
prevailed. Mr. Chamberlain advised the dissi- 
dents to advance a constructive and feasible 
policy, but if they did not he would not sulk in 
his tent ner refuse to support the alliance. The 
dissidents and Conservatives must make mutual 
concessions. Mr, Chamberlain warned the 
Conservatives against a policy or reaction. He 
said he believed that the alliance would result 
in the fermation of a national party. 

A breakfast was given in honoref Mr. Cham- 
Derlain by the Radical Unionists at Bradford 
this morning. In a speech Mr. Chamberlain 
seid he did not see why Irishmen should not 
have local government, though experience 
showed that whetherin Dublin, New-Yerk, or 
Boston Irish government was always inefii- 
cient and corrupt. Once he had thought that 
the Liberals would reunite upon a feasible 
policy, but now the schism in the party was 
widening daily. The alliance between the Lib- 
eral Unionists and Tories depended upon plac- 
ing principles above party interests. he Gov- 
ernment consulted the wishes of the Unionists 
instead of differing with them. Mr. Balfour, 
Mr. Chamberlain said, unqualifiedly approved 
this policy. The only pelicy to which the word 
‘*reactionary” could be applied was the one 
which distrusted the present alliance. 


DUBLIN BARRACKS. 

LONDON, Sept. 20.—An outbreak occur- 
red among the men in the transport eommis- 
sariat stationed at the Porto Bello Barracks, 
Dublin, on Sunday last. The men had become ir- 
ritated at the harshness shown them by their 
officers, and after drill they made a rush upon 
the quarters occupied by Major Whiteley, and 
Smasked the furniture and made a bonfire of 
a portrait of the Major. They then marched in 
a@ body to the guardhouse and yielded to ar- 
rest without resistance. The leaders will be 
court-martialed. 

Another riot has occurred in the Dublin Bar- 
racks. A number of men belonging to the 
* Black Watch” Regiment quarreled over poli- 
ticsin the “canteen” with some of the men of the 
Fifth Dragoons. The two factions finally aban- 
doned words for blews, and a desperate struggle 
ensued, during which 30 men were wounded. 
Other troops were called upon to quell the 
disturbance, and the rioters were dispersed at 
the point of the bayonet. The ‘* Black Watch” 
Regiment has been ordered te Belfast. 


A REVOLT AGAINST THE GERMANS. 

ZANZIBAR, Sept. 20.—The Usambara 
chiefs,headed by Semboja, have revoited against 
the Germans and dispersed Meyer's earavan. 


Meyer’s porters have deserted him and he is re- 
turning to the coast. 

Last evening some natives of Zanzibar, mis- 
taking the secretary-of the British Admiral for 
a German official, assaulted him and then made 
their escape in the darkness. The secretary’s 
injuries are net serious. 


GLADSTONE FRIENDLY TO TURKEY. 

LonpDoN, Sept. 20.—Mr. Gladstone, in an 
interview with the Nizam of Hyderabad’s agent, 
said he retained very friendly feelings toward 


Turkey. On the eve of the bomoardment of 
Alexandria he urged that Turkish treops be sent 
to Egypt, but the Sultan refused to send them. 
Mr. Gladstone expressed bimself as confident 
that the Governnientintends to evacuate Egypt 
at the earliest pessible mement. 


GREECE’S QUARREL WITH TURKEY. 

ATHENS, Sept. 20.—Several Greek war- 
ships have been ordered to be ready to put to 
sea within two days. A squadron which has 
been absent one month mancuvring arrived 


at the Pireus to-day under full steam. The 
fleet will proceed to Turkish waters. The recent 
seizure of a Greek vessel at Chios has been the 
subjcet ef protests by the Greek Government. 
The Porte refuses te give a satisfactory reply.

TRYING IVES AN SIAYNER. 


GIVING THE DATES OF THE NEGOTIA- 
TIONS FOR THE LOAN. 

CINCINNATI, Sept. 20.—The important 
feature of the testimony in the Ives-Stayner 
trial to-day was that of Henry D. McGowan as 
to the dates upon which the negotiation for the 
loan in qnestion was begun and completed. Mr. 
McGowan is a member ofthe firm of Hilmers, 
McGowan & Co., brokers, New-York. He came 
here to testify at the request of Russell Sage, 
one of the Directorsfof the Cineinnati, Hamilton, 


and Dayton Railroaa, whose property the de- 
fendants are charged with embezzling. Mr. Mc- 
Gowan said the negotiations for the loan began 
some days before the proceeds were paid over to 
Ives & Co., which was on Jan. 8 On the 5th 
and 6th the defendants, according*to the testi- 
mony, were in Cincinnati and caused the new 
certificates of stock to be issued, against which 
the loan was placed. The negotiation for the 
loan was, therefore, begun before they came 
here, and was concluded after their return to 
New-York with the new certiticates of stock. 
If the eourt hold that the transfer of the stock 
here under their direction and pending the re- 
ceiving of the proceeds of the loan was part of 
the transaction, jurisdiction of the case will be 
retained, 

Mr. MeGowan had with him the checks with 
which the proceeds of the loan were paid. They 
are in the name of H. 8. Ives & Co.,a aireum- 
stanee whick the prosecution will claim indi- 
cates that the loan was negotioted fer their in- 
dividual benefit. George L. De Gray of the State 
Bank of New-York took the stand to testify as 
to a loan of $15,000 made by his bank to H. &. 
Ives & Ce., and partially secured by some of the 
stock the defendents are charged with em- 
bezzling. The court held that Mr. De Gray 
would be an incompetent witness upon the mat- 
ters fer which he was called, and he was not 
permitted to testify. The State will close its 
testimony te-morrow, and the defense will then 
submit a motion to take the case from the jury. 


HE IS NOT AS STATED. 


NO SUCH PERSON WAS MANAGER OF 
EITHER COMPANY. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Sept. 20.—Mayor Smith, 
in speaking of the possibility of something 
being done in aid of the yellow-fever stricken 
people of the South by St. Paul, said that prob- 
ably the Board of Trade would take some aetion 
in the matter on Monday, although he had no 
definite information that it would do so, 

This morning an individual called upon the 
Mayor and left a card bearing the inscription: 


‘‘Riehard Zimitzki, 418 East Seventh-street, 
formerly stage manager for the New-York Met- 
ropolitan and American Opera Companies.” 
The number and name of the street were writ- 
ten in ink; the remainder of the card was print- 
ed. He’ asked the Mayor to aid ina yellew- 
fever sufferers’ entertainment in Market Hail 
by acting as ticket seller at the entrance. The 
Mayor is willing to do anything he can to ald 
the afilicted people, but declined the honor, as 
there was nothing reliable about the scheme, 
andus Mr, Zimitzki said the expenses woald 
have to be firat deducted from the reeeipts, it 
might happen there would be a deficit. 

Bills and tickets are out for a concert Sunday 
night, but as nename of a reliable St. Paul 
sitizen appears thereou it is possible that those 
desiring to aid in the matter will wait until 
something is determined upon by whieh all 
centributions will certainly reach those needing 
aid, A visit te the Seventh-street address shows 
that Zimitzki has been in St. Paul but a few 
months, and nothing is known of him there, 





FALL OF AN ELEVATOR. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 20.—A dispatch from San 
Francisce says an elevator Cage in the Ban- 
croft Building dropped five storics and sev- 
eral people were badly injured. The elevator 
was ran bya cable and: had a small cage that 
Was supposed to hold only eight. It was al- 
ways overcrowded when work stepped, and 


yesterday 10 passeagers entered on the fifth 
floor. The boy pulled the lever and the cage 
descended properly a few feet. Then a loud 
spap was heard and the cage went whizzing 
down past the doers of the other floors. In a 
moment it crashed through the light flooring 
on the street level and fell upon the basement 
fleor, 12 feet below. The roof was splintered, 
and among the wreek were the injured passen- 
gers, seme bieeding from their wounds and 
Others lying senseless. It was found that A. 
Alexander of Oakland had a thigh fractured, 
ribs broken, aud was suffering from hemor- 
rhage of the lungs. He cannet reeover. The 
elevator boy, William Unafred, had his back 
broken, and his injuries are thought te be fatal. 
Robert Critcher, whese legs were broken, is 
also in a dangerous condition. Several others 
were severely injared, but will recover. The 
elevator had been built only a little ever a 
year, and was examined three weeks ago and 
pronounced safe. it bad safety elutches guar- 
anteed to arrest the descent of the car, but 
they did not work. The cable parted in the 
basement, where the wire goes over a wheel.

It is said that cable dispatches are sent to 
England at frequent intervals, giving an ac- 
count ef the pugilist’s condition. <A priest 
visited him yesterday, and it was immediately 
given out that he was dying. Asa matter of 
fact, John L, Sullivan is in little danger of 
dying, and is not so illas to keep him out of mis- 
chiet fer any great length of time. Hard drink- 
ing told on his stalwart system after a while, 
and brought on a complication of diserdered 
stomach and liver that made him a pretty sick 
man. Unless be should catch cold there 
is little danger of a serious result. His phy- 
sician thinks that the gastric fever will 
prove rather beneficial than otherwise in the 
end, renevating a system that badly needed it 
after months of dissipation.

KILGORE HOLDS THE FORT 


AND MR. MORROW FAILS TO 
DISLODGE HIM. 

NO LAW OR RULE TO HASTEN THE 
CHINESE EXCLUSION BILL TO THE 
WHITE HOUSK. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—When Mr. Kil- 
gore of Texas concludes that it is a good 
time for the Chinese Exclusion act to be 
placed in President Cleveland’s hands it 
will go there, and not before. It may be to- 
morrow or the next day or next week, 
but it will not be until Mr. Kilgore is ready 
to take or send it to the White House. Mr. 
Edmunds has given up his attempt to block 
the progress of the measure from the 
Capitol to the White House, and 
the California representatives have tried 
to hasten its progress, but Mr. Kil- 
gore holds the _— fort. When __—itthe 
resolution to withhold the Chinese bill 
from the House, which Mr. Edmunds offered 
yesterday, was taken up to-day, the Ver- 
mont Senator surprised the Senate by say- 
ing that as the measure had passed beyond 
the control of that body there was nothing 
to do but te lay his resolution on the table, 
and that course was taken. It had been 
expected that Mr. Edmunds would modity 
his resolution so as to make it a request to 
the House to return the act to the» Senate. 
Good parliamentarians hold that this 
would have been a perfectly proper course 
to pursue. Mr. Edmunds evidently thought 


otherwise, and so he let the matter drop. 
There was no debate upon the matter in 
the Senate. 

Overin the House of Representatives, 
however, the Edmunds resolution raised a 
good dealcf a rumpus. ‘he Pacific coast 
members, whose constituents keep very 
sharp eyes on all legislation affecting the 
Chinese question, worked themselves into a 
most distressing state of mind over the fact 
that the Vermont Senator’s resolution had 
called from Mr. Kilgore the statement that 
he would delay sending the Exclusion act 
to the President ‘tout of courtesy to the 
Senate.” As Acting Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Enrolled Bills Mr. Kilgore has 
the actin his possession. Messrs. Morrow 
and McKenna talked with the Texas 
member and learned that he had had 
the bill barely 24 hours. ‘They asked 
when he would take it to the President, 
and were told by Mr. Kilgore that he would 
do his duty. Thereupon Mr. Morrow and 
Mr. McKenna put their heads together and 
drew up a resolution reciting the history 
of the passage of the bill through both 
houses and directing the Committee on En- 
rolled Bills to send the act to the Pres- 
ident torthwith. At the tirst opportunity 
after the House met to-day Mr. Morrow 
offered the resolution as a question of priv- 
ilege. The Californian learned later on 
that here was where he made a fatal mis- 
take. His resolution made no aliegation 
that the committee or any of its mem- 
bers had _ violated any law or rule 
of the House or had done anything 
to interfere with the dignity and integrity 
of the business of the House. It was not, 
therefore, a privileged resolution, and Mr. 
McMillin was quick to raise that point of 
order against it. The Tennessee member 
vie, @ very pointed speech in denunciation 
of what he called “an arraignment and 
smirching” of a fellow-member by Mr. 
Morrow simply for the benetit of the lat- 
ter’s constituents. It did not take long un- 
der the influence of such language for both 
Mr. McMillin and Mr. Morrow to get excit- 
ed, and the result was a lively interchange 
of left-handed compliments. Mr. Breckin- 
ridge of Kentucky, Mr. Baker of New-York, 
Mr. Payson, Mx. Herbert, and Mr. McKenna 
all got mixed up in the controversy, “nd all 
tried to talk at the same time. Finally 
Gen. Spinolaand Mr. Springer tried together 
to “join in the debate,” when Speaker 
pro tem. Cox pounded his desk and, refus- 
ing te recognize anybody, shouted that he 
was ready to decide the point of order. It 
required much elfort on his part to bring 
the members into a semblance of order, and 
then he madea little speech in which he 
announced that the average time between 
the final passage of an act and its trans- 
mission to the President was three days. 
He pointed out that neither in the Morrow 
resolution norin any of the speeches made 
in itssupport had there been made a single 
allegation against the integrity of the 
committee or one of its members in any 
sense of the word. He therefore ruled that 
the resolution was not privileged, and in- 
vited Mr. Morrow to appeal from his de- 
cision. Incidentally Mr. Cox held that if 
the resolution came properly before the 
House action upon it could be demanded. 
This led Mr. Morrow to decline to appeal 
from the decision and to ask for unanimous 
consent to ofter the resolution for present 
consideration. Mr. McMillin promptly de- 
manded the regular order, and Mr. Morrow 
was barred out. 

Mr. Kilgore sat through the discussion 
with an innocent and childlike smile on his 
face, and when he was afterward congratu- 
lated on the result, he quietly remarked 
that nobody need worry for fear the 
Chinese bill would reach the President to- 
day. The bunt for the bill and the study 
of the situation which followed the intro- 
duction of the Edmunds resolution have 
brought out the interesting fact that there 
is neither a law nor arule of the House re- 

uiring anybody to send House bills to the 

resident for his approval or disapproval; 
nor is there anything governing the time 
within which they shall besent. Their 
transmission by the Committee on Enrolled 
Bills is simply a custom which has prevailed 
in the House for many years, and it fre- 
quently happens that a member who is 
especially interested in a certain bill him- 
self carries it to the President to make a 
personal appeal for its approval, The Con- 
stitution itself fixes no time for the pres- 
entation of bills to the President, simply 
providing that after passing both houses 
they shall be presented to him before be- 
coming laws. It isacommon practice for 
bills to be held back several days, and even 
six or eight weeks, at the request of indi- 
vidual members, after they have been duly 
signed by the presiding officers of the Sen- 
ate and the House, in the Senate the prac- 
tice is to transmit bills to the President 
through the Secretary. 

The Senator who comes out of the whole 
business with the smallest ammount of credit, 
as compared with previous reputation, is 
the distinguished gentleman from Vermont 
Mr. Edmunds. He deliberately absented 
himself from.the Senate when his one vote 
might have secured a reconsideration, and 
it is new said that his tardy resolution'to 
hold back the bill from transmittal to the 
House, and thus to the President, was only 
drawn up and hurriedly presented when he 
learned on unquestionable authority that 
it was the President’s purpose to veto the 
bill if presented. Mr. Edmunds desired to 
spare the President the painful duty of 
declaring that he regarded the national 
honor and the maintenance of treaty obli- 
gations as superior to possible partisan ad- 
vantages.

The next important matter to be disposed 
of by Secretary Whitney is the selection of

IMPORTED UNDER OONTRAOCYT, 


TWELVE SUITS BROUGHT AGAINST A 
BOSTON MARBLE FIRM. 

Boston, Sept. 20.—District Attorney 
Galvin to-day breught 12 suits against the 
marble manufacturing firm of Bowker, Torrey 
& Co. for violation of the centract labor law. 
Government agents have found that 18 alien 
marble workers recently came to this port 
under contract; that 10 aré now employed at 
the works of Bowker, Torrey & Co., in Rutland, 
Vt.; that two are at workin the firm’s shops in 


this city, while the remaining six were not 
given employment and returned to Italy. 

The testimony gleaned from the aliens em- 
pleyed at Rutland is that they were approached 
in Carrara, Italy, by one who said that he had 
authority from Bowker, Torrer & Co., and from 
Franklin Torrey, who Jives in Leghorn, and 
that it was represented that the firm in ques- 
tion wanted 12 marble cutters, who would be 
paid $2 50 aday, and 8 polishers, whe would 
receive $1 75 a day. Thvy claim that they 
agreed to enter into theemployment offered and 
thatasum of money was advanced by one 
Carle Menghi, in Carrara, and that they signed 
an agreement (they do not know ab- 
solutely what it was) providing, among 
other things, that out of the money 
earned in the United State a certain 
sum should be dedueted per week until the 
advanee had been repaid; it being also 
previded that if they worked for others the 
same deductions were to be made. These men 
say that 18 Italiams were called together 
“on the quiet” at Carrara and told to signa 
paper effered them at ence, and that those who 
signed expected to go to werk for Bowker, Tor- 
rey & Co., at Boston. 

Most of the Italians are new anxious to return 
home, as they are without money and will be 
without work a8 soon as cold weather sets in. 
District Attorney Galvin has been engaged on 
the case for several months. 





GEORGIA'S UNIQUE PROTEST. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 20.—Yesterday after- 
neoh @ novel spectacle was presented on the 
streets of Fort Gaines. O. 8, Brown, one of the 
most successful farmers, drove into town on a 
wagon drawn by four tine horses, which were 
hooded and decorated with cotton shecting. 
On the wagon were four bales ef cotton, neatly 
wrapped in cotton sheeting and corded with 
wire. Above these was a large flag, supported 
by two stafis,on which was inscribed “Down 
with the Truet!” “Georgia Baling,” Closely 
foliowing this fine turnout was a rickety, 
one-horse wagon, drawn by a adilapi- 
dated mule and contuining an _ ill-shaped 
bale of cotton, wrapped in jute Dbag- 
aging, with sides uncovered and numerous 
sample holes in the edges, from which eight or 
ten negro boys riding on the bale constantly 
drew emall samples and threw them in the 
streets, At several points along the route the 
procession was halted, and, wounting the top- 
most bale, Mr. Brown delivered an original, 
unique address, reciting in rhyme the various 
lesses, leakages, and thefts incident to the old 
method of baling and the advantages and profits 
to the farmer of ** Georgia baling.” Crewds fol- 
lowed the procession, and the demonstration 
Was Well calculated to increase the indignation 
of people, already great, against the bagging 
trust.

SNUBBING THE DOMINION. 


NEWFOUNDLAND WILL HAVE NONE 
OF CONFEDERATION. 

Orrawa, Ontarie, Sept. 20.—The first 
ofticial intimation the Dominion Government 
received that the delegates who were to arrive 
here this week from Newfoundland to confer 
with Sir John MacDonald’s Cabinet with regard 
to that celony eatering the Dominien had in- 
definitely postponed their visit reached here to- 
day. Every arrangement had been prepared by 
the Dominion Government to meet the New- 
foundlanders and to go fully into the subject of 
federation, which, according to te-day’s advices, 
is not considered advisable at the present time. 
It appears that the present public sentiment of 
the island is so hestile to connectien with Can- 
ada that any movement te bring it about would 
have no possibility ef success. 

The question of negotiating terms on which 
Newfoundland might be admitted into the Can- 
adian confederacy was raised about six months 
ago by @ dispateb from the Governor-General 
ot the Dominion to the Governor of Newfound- 
land, inviting the Newfeundland Government 
to send a deputation to Ottawa with power to 
negotiate. The proposal was accepted and the 
conference arranged for this week. The un- 
ceremonious wanrer jin which negotiations 
have now been abruptly terminated is the 
subject of much surprise and criticism. New- 
foundland advices to-day state the reason as- 
signed by the Government organ there for the 
postpenement of the conference was that the 
present strained relations between Canada and 
the United States rendered the time inopportune 
fer opening negotiations on the subject of con- 
federation and made it desirable that time 
should be allowed for receiving further informa- 
tion regarding the troubles which had arisen in 
counection with the Retaliation bill. 

Itis believed in official eireles that this is not 
the chief reason for the abandonment of negotia- 
tions. The opposition to the cenfederation 
scheme, which has from the beginning stroagly 
manifested itself, has now reached such pro- 
Portions as to ¢éause the Government to hesitate 
before taking any steps. It is said that the 
whole mereantileo community, from the leading 
capitalists to the smallest traders, are almost a 
unit against it. From whatever cause, nearly 
the whole Roman Catholic portion of the popu- 
lation, numbering 80,000 out of 200,000, are 
also against it, and with very few exceptions 
their clergy are either opposed te it or neutral. 
The whole weight ef eapital, with ali ite con- 
nections and influences throughout the isiana 
and the fuil strength of a pewerful eburch, are 
oppesed to union. The feeling in the colony 
against entering the Dominien, with its enor- 
1aous taxation and a national debt of $284,000,- 
000, is so strong that the Provineiai Govern- 
ment had to abandon all hope of carrying the 
scheme te a conference. 

Sir John MacDonald is greatly disappointed, 
as he had built his hopes on drawing the island 
ot Newfoundland into the Dominion. This con- 
summation would have completed his pet scheme 
—the confederation of all the British North Amer- 
ican provinces. He is not disposed to say much 
about the failure of ‘hie delegates to turn up, 
further than he bolieyes that after matters are 
settied between the Dominion and the United 
States the Newfoundlandera will want te join 
the union.

VIRGINIA NEGROES CELEBRATING THE 
BOSS’S DOWNFALL. 

PETERSBURG, Va., Sept. 20.—John M. 
Langston, the colored candidate for Congress in 
this district, arrivedin the city to-night from 
Farmville. He was met at the station by a great 
crowd of negroes and given a royal welcome. 
He was placed im a oarriage drawn py four 
horses, and escorted through the streets by the 
cheering multitude, who seemed wild with de- 
light ever the nominatien of one of their race 
for Congress. During their march the crowd 
stopped in front of Gen. Mahone’s residence, 
waited until the band played the Dead 
March, cheered Langston for several minutes, 
and then marched on ‘to Langston 
Hall on Union-street, where addresses were de- 
livered by several colored speakers. Langsten 
congratulated his peeple on thelr freedom sat 
last trom political thralldom and from the ab- 
ject rule of Mahbone’s bossism, which he said 1s 
now gasping in its death threes. Ho spoke ef 
Mahone as “a political despot and tyrant, 
whose epitaph as such should be chiseled in 
granite and placed on a hill so high that all 
might read and be warned.” Of Judge Arnold, 
the nominee of the Mahone Convention, Lang- 
ston spoke in severe terms and characterized 
him as only fit to act as **‘ monkey” in Makone’s 
side show.

APPLES FOR THE MILLION. 

Lockport, N. Y., Sept. 20. -- Western 
New-York is filled with Western and Eastern 
fruit buyers, The market is now in its prime, 
and the great Fall industry of this part of the 
State is now actually in progress. Many 
erchards of fruit, such as pears, poaeshes, and 
apples, are bought by shippers just as they 
stand. The buyers bring in their own help, 


pick, barrel, and ship, thus saving the growers 
rnuch of the time anu trouble they formerly had 
in arranging their own fruit for market. 

The crop of Fall apples is large and of fine 
quality. They bring first hand from $1 to$1 50 
per barrel. The Winter apples promise to be of 

Treat abundance. ‘Ihe crop of Greenings will 

e somewhat light, butof Baldwins, Northern, 
Spies, and Russets there will be an immense 

uantity. Sections jalong the lake shere, in all 
the counties, are reported to be a little behind 
the usual yield, but generally the country 
through Western New-York shows a large quan- 
tity on the trees. There is little doubts tnat the 
crop in Niagara County, the banner fruit county 
of the State, iuacluding the cider apple harvest, 
will foot up over 1,000,000 barrels. 

The apple evaporator industry is now in its 
prime hereabout, and many thousands of bar- 
rels will be used by these concerns. 





THE OPIUM OONSPIRACY,

Ostermeyer, and Gustay Buettner for 30 days 
eack. The trials have been pretracted and the 
heavy costs will make the penalties imposed far 
heavier than they seem, as the prisoners have 
no means and probably will be long working 
out their fines.

WITH FORGED 


A GIGANTIC REAL ESTATE 
SWINDLE UNEARTHED. 
JAMES E, BEDELL, EMPLOYED BY SHIP- 
MAN, BARLOW, LAROCQUE & CHOATE 

ROBS THEIR CLIENTS OF $264,500. 

James E. Bedell, a lawyer of 2961, Las 
fayette-avenue, Brooklyn, who had charge, at 
a salary of $7,500 per annum, of the real estate 
business of the law firm of Shipman, Barlow, 
Larecque & Choate of 35 William-street, is z 
prisoner at the First Precinct Station House 
having been arrested last Monday for defraud- 
ng nambersof his employers’ clicnius out of 
Tlarge sums of money. The methods 
of the prisoner reflect strongly on the 
business management of his employers and 
the self-protective instinet of oertain of taeir 
clients, notably the Farmers’ Loan ana Trust 
Company, as the entire cheat was in forged 
mortgages, and the first one taat was verified 
in four years at the Register’s office revealed 
the entire scheine. 

The dénouement came about in this way. 
Herman Koop of the firm of Herman Koep & 
Co., merchants at 23 William-street, was noti- 
fied last month by Bedell, with whom he had had 
other transaetions, that if he wanted to invest 
any spare capital there was a good chance to 
get a mortgage on property in West One Hnun- 
dred and Twenty-sixth-street. Mr. Koop jumped 
at the effer, and the result was that he parted 
with $10,000 and received a mortgage. As do 
inany prosperous business men he put the 
mortgage in a drawer to make money 
for him while he __ slept. But last 
week he decided on going to Europe, 
and looked over his private papers carefully. 
Among them was this mortgage. He looked it 
over carelessly at first, but a seal on it ap- 
peared imperfect, and a more careful scrutiny 
impelled him to the belief that business in the 
Registrar’s office, so far as its authentieations 
went, was done in avery slipshod manner. He 
presented the document at the Registrar’s office, 
the clerk looked at it, consulted records, and au- 
nounced that no such mortgage had been filed, 
and that all the authentications were forgeries 

Mr. Koop could not consult with Shipman, 
Barlow, Larecque & Choate until Monday 
morning, but a fow minutes after he had talked 
with a member of the firm there was censterna 
tien and eonsultation. Mr. Bedell was asnt 
for, Hecame, bland and unctuous, to collapse 
and pale when econfrented with the mortgage 
he had given Mr. Koop. His sonfession that na 
had manufactured the document followed. 
Chief Detective Byrnes was sent (for, 
and he, to avoid premature pablicity, 
which might be a bar to the discev- 
ery of the extent of MBedell’s’ viliainies, 
arranged that Capt. William McLaughlia of the 
First Precinct should arrest the forger. Thie 
done, he was taken before Justice White, at the 
Tombs Poliee urt, where an affidavit oharg- 
ing a forgery invelying $10,000 was drawn 
up and signed by the representative of the law 
firm. Bedell was then committed to the care of 
the chief detective until te-merrow afternoon, 
when an examinatien will be had at the court 
of committal. 

At Police Headquarters Bedell was secreted 
8o that access to him was had solely turvagh 
Mr. Byrnes, whe had a ehat with him sevyoral 
times aday. Bedell concealed nuthing, and his 
chief anxiety appeared to be to clear up nis 
iniquities for the benetit of his late employers. 
He is 45 years old, of the type of a bon vivant, 
well edueated, bright, and quick witted. Hesaid 
he began life as a lawyer’s clerk at Poughkeep- 
sie, and 12 years ago entered the service of 
Shipman, Barlow, Larocque, & Choate. He 
rapidly obtained, or rather compelled, absoluie 
eontidence, and as rapidly the whole cf 
the firm’s vast real estate business eame 
under his complete control, For eight years, 
he says, kis trust was kept unsullied 
by rascality, but he had dn uncontroliable in- 
clination to play at policy, not as a 4—11—44 
negro, but as a gentleman, and a weakness for 
farming and fancy cattle. He had a few thou- 
sand dollars when he entered the service of the 
firm, but that money and his salary were so 
preyed upon by his gambling and bucvlie in- 
stincts that he became vile and hit upon a nefs- 
rious plan to make money, Now one in the United 
States knew the minutice of rea! estate business 
better than he, but he was astonished in spits 
of himself at the ease with whicnd he disposed of 
his first forged mertgage, a cheat in every re- 
speet, which netted him the snug sum of $30,000. 

After this all was plain sailing. The scheme 
Was avery simple one. All questiens as to in- 
vestments by clients whe bad surplus and non- 
éarning money were referred to him. The re- 
sult was that ae was literally besieged by seek- 
ers after interest for their heards, and he could 
choose the enstomers on whem t») pulm mort- 
gages as worthiess as the paper wrapped around 
a@ grocery purchase. Allhe hadto do was to 
eelect a Victim, notify him that he had a neat 
thing in realestate, and recommend an invest- 
ment. The victim generally seized om the oppor- 
tunity without delay and clinched the transaction 
by sending acheck which covered the wmount 
of the ‘‘investment” and the tirm’s law charges, 
The check was iuvariably drawn to the order of 
the firm. JBedell’s mill ground outthe mort- 
gage; in due time the client received it, and 
Bedell had the confidence of his employers to 
such an extent that he received the check. 
of Shipman, Barlow, Laroeque & Choate for the 
exact amount of the mortgage, and after forg- 
ina the name of the mertgageor on its Daek be 
hied him to the office of ex-Senator W. C. Trap- 
hagen, where is an ianoeent and confiding gen- 
tleman, James 8. Henry. 

Bedell says he entrapped Mr. Henry into the 
following arrangement: He (Bedell) bad had a 
real estate transaction which had given him a 
geod deal ef trouble, and the persen whe had 
made tke investment had so drawn the oheck 
that it would stand a little paring down—in 
other words, a ‘‘shave” would give Bedell a 
couple of hundred doilars. So Mr. Heury com- 
plied by giving Bedell a check for the mort 
gager and the balance, or share, was 80 ar- 
ranged as to be satisfactory to Bedell. Henry's 
checks were on the Broadway National Bank. 

Bedell went over his tramsactions as well as 
his memory and his beoks would permit, and 
the law firm’s clerks were busy in digging out 
the rasealities until last night, when the total 
of the steal was announced at $264,500, a 
profitable investment in worthless paper in 
four years. The question of avoiding detection 
by paying the interest on the false mortgages 
Was not forgotten. Out of the capital Bedell 
feloniously acquired he devoted part to paying 
interest when it became due, and but for Mr. 
Koop’s business instinet it is probable that 
Bedell’s transactions would have gone on for 
an indefinite peried. Indeed, he admitted that 
he was preparing to fleece aclient of Shipman, 
Karlew, Larocque & Choate out of a iarge 
amount to raise funds wherewith to take up a 
spurious mertgaze becoming due. 

“What did you do with the money?” asked 
the chief detective of Bedell yesterday. Be- 
dell admitted that much of it went te purchase, 
beautify, and stock with fancy cattle and poul- 
try his famous country seat and farm at Bed- 
ford, Westehester County, which he estimated 
te be worth $60,000 or $70,000 as it stood, but 
he had prebably spent $100,000 in all on it. 
The bulk of tne stolen money, $120,060 te 
$125,000, went down a policy sewer at i180 
Broadway, and the chief winners of the sum 
were two “backers,” ‘“‘ Joe” Emerson and “ Phil” 
Goss. Messrs. Goss and Emerson are now in the 
custedy of Inspector Byrnes, and they have, ac- 
cording to the Iaspeetor, very little to say fer 
themselves, but at the examination to-morrow 
Bedell may have something interesting to sa 
abeut them and their gilt-edged “ Peke-a-moke” 
establishment. Since his incarceration Bedell 
has been ailing, and on Wednesday a physician 
was smugzied in to attend him. Last night he 
had almost entirely recovered at tae First Pre- 
cinct Station House, where he was removed be- 
Gause the accommodations are better suited to 
an invalid. 

Only a partial and incomeiens list of the false 
mortgages disposed of by Bedell could be ob- 
talned last night.

THE SAME TERRIBLE STORY 


YELLOW FEVER THRIVHS IN 
ALL WHATHERS. 

EVERY COMMUNITY FOR ITSELF—ARMED 
MEN ENFORCE QUARANTINE—THE 
SCOURGE NO RESPECTER OF PERSONS. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 20.—Every 
hour brings tidings of the death of some person 
with whose name the public is familiar. .This 
time it is M. R. Bowden, for many years and un- 
til very recently city editor of the Times-Union. 

He was taken sick on Saturday and was sup- 

posed to be on the road to recevery until yester- 

day morning, when the fever rose and attacked 

the brain with great violence, He died at 10 

o’clook last night. Mr. Bowden was a native of 

South Carolina, but had lived nearly ail his life 

in Florida, He was a bright newapaper man 

and very popular. He was a member of the 

Knights of Pythias and the Knights of Honer, 

and received attention frem those orders dur- 


ing his sickness and the prior illness of his wife 
and five children and ether members of his 
family—10 persons altogether, 

Dr. F. A. Gould, surgeon of the O. M. Mitchell 
Post, G. A. R., andin the Government’s employ, 
is new critically sick with yellow fever. The an- 
nouncement of the deatn of the Rev. C, 8. Snow- 
den at McClenny brings as much svrrow to the 
people here as there, Mr, Snowden began his 
ministry as Episeopal clergyman in East Jack- 
sonville and greatly endeared himslet to all, The 
example of the stone thrown into the sea will 
net hold good here, for his place can never be 
quite filled. 

The lists are still high, and from private re- 
ports increasing. ‘There are not yet nurses 
enougb, norare the urdertaking facilities suf- 
ficient to the need of the city. Fifteen new 
nurses have arrived, all from Southern States, 
Four are males and 11 females. The Board of 
Health is now eonsidering the expediency of 
putenn St, Luge’s Hospital as well as the Sand 

ilis in charge of wr. J. Y. Porter. The idea is 
to have one head over both institutions, the 
same body to handle the reports of sick and 
dead, which remain incorrect and incomplete, 
and attend to the question of employing: the 
idle labor in public sanitary work, The Com- 
mittee on Transportation will confer with the 
Colored Auxiliary Bureau on the plans for in- 
ducing the colored people to leave the city and 
go te the refugee camps. 

Nething more occupies the mind of the aver- 
age Floridian than “ quarantine.” Two hundred 
and twenty-fiye armed men guard St. Augus- 
tine irom invasion and at every petty station 
the unfortunate creatures who land there look 
at the surrounding country threugh a cordon ef 
double-barreled shotguns. They de not enly 
quarantine against thiselty. Every little Plor- 
idatown quarantines against the other. 6t. 
Augustine and Paltaka, two perfectly heal 
places, have quarantined against each other, 

acksonville is cut off frem duing business with 
St, Augustine. A gentleman presented a check 
at one of our banks on a bank in 8t, Augustine, 
and payment was refused, The reason given 
was that they could get no mails to that city, 
and consequently could make no collections.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Persistent ru- 
mors have been in circulation here to-day al- 
leging the éxistence of a case of yellow fever in 
this city, the location given being Defrees- 
street, a notorio si unhealthy block, Dr, 
Tewnshend, Health Officer of the District, said 
to-night that he had net heard of any case of 
yellow fever here, and for that reasen he did 
not believe the rumor to be true, as he would 
certainly have been infermed of it. Large num- 
bers of people were arriving daily from Florida, 
and many of them were stopping here, but each 
person arriving was located by the inspection 
officer, so that they might be watched. When- 
ever any of them were taken ill he immediately 
made it his duty to investigate the eharacter ot 
the sickness, There bad been several cases sus- 
piciously like yellow fever, but nota single well- 
defined case. 

Twe refugees from Florida were living on De- 
frees-street, and this, he said, may have given 
rise to the report. The doctor said, however, 
that he would not be surprised at any time to 
hear ofacase of yellow fever here, but that 
there was no need to feel alarmed on that ac- 
count. The health effice was well able te care 
for any cases that might oceur and to prevent 
its becoming general. The age furthermere, 
was in fine sanitary condition, the recent heavy 
rains having thoroughly washed out the sewers 
and cleaned the streets.

NEW TRACKS AND SHOPS. 

MIDDLETOWN, N, Y., Sept. 20.—The work 
of double tracking the Jefferson branch of the 
Erie between Susquehanna and Carbondale, 
Penn., which has been going on since April 1, 
with an average of 1,500 men employed, is fin- 
ished. The branch is the Erie’s principal coal 
feeder, and is 36% miles in leugth. The im- 
provements made upon it include two new iron 
bridges. It is estimated that the secend track 


will save the company $50,000 a year in oper- 
ating expenses, besides enabling it te handle the 
enermous coal traffic a witheut the delays 
and embarrassments incident to a single track. 

The Erie transported last year nearly nine 
Millions of tons of coal, most of which sed 
over the Jefferson branch. An order which took 
effect Sep. 1, detaches the bramch from the 
Delaware Division, and makes it a part of the 
Susquehanna Division, under the immediate 
charge of Superintendent W. B. Coffin, whose 
headquarters are at Elmira. 

The Erie Company has just begun extensive 
and important improvements at Susquehanna, 
Under the terms of its special charter the com- 
pany pays only $10,000 a year in full for ail State 
taxes in Pennsylvania, and it is said to be the 
present policy of the managers to remove its 
workshops, 80 far as practicable, from Hornells- 
ville, Elmira, Port Jervis, and other localities 
where heavy taxes are imposed, to Susque- 
hanna, where its property becomes compara- 
tively tax free. The company has bought a 
tract of land adjoining its yards at Susque- 
hanna, and has just set 200 men at work break- 
ing ground for new a and switches, 
The principal new shep will be a large iren 
foundry, where mostof the work of that de- 
scription will be done for the entire lina.

Chairman Blanchard submitted a number of 
suggestions and recommendations to the com- 
mittee teuching the inorease of the efficiency of 
the Centrai Traffic Association, He suggested 
that there be a permanent executive board of 
three members to settle proportions of the 
business the various roads are entitled to, to 
fix rates by procedure conformable to law, and 
to settle all disputes. Mr. Blanchard also recom- 
mended that the lines of the Central Traffic As- 
sociation should include the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul and the Chicago and 
Northwestern Companies to and from Mil- 
waukee, if F  mageme ; also, that the Louisville 
and Nashville, and the Chesapeake and Ohio 
and Southwestern Lines, south of the Ohio 
River, be taken in and made members, 

This proposition involves an important ex- 
tension of the territory of the association. 
The territory now embraces 82 lines, only 41 
of which are members of the association. The 
proposed extension would increase the number 
of lines in the territory to 127. In his closing 
remarks Mr. Blanchard urged increased inspec- 
tion, and sald every effort should be made to 
induce Congress to restore the right of pooling 
under some form. He thought the associatien 
should proceed to consider a clearing house as 
ite final end, 

These recommendations will be considered by 
the managers. In the afternoon a resolution 
was ree recommending that Chairman 
Blanchard nominate a committee of five general 
managers, with Vice-Chairman Daniels, meet 
@ like number of representatives of Western 
roads tO arrange passenger matters. It was 
also revommended that the joint Freight-Rate 
Committee, composed of Messrs. Fink, Blanch- 
ard, Midgely, and Faithorn, be reconstituted, 
The meeting reaffirmed a fermer decision re- 
fusing to become parties to the transcontinental

TWO EXCITING FINISHES 


OLOSEB OONIESTS AT THE PROS-

THE FAVERDALE OCOLT WINS THE AL~ 
GERIA STAKES, AND YUM YUM, WITH 
ONE OPPONENT, THE OLINTON. 

Taken altogether the racing at the Brook- 
lyn Jookey Club track yesterday was fairly en- 
joyabie, although, as frequently happens, the 
smallest flelds were in the stake races, the very 
events which are popularly supposed to be the 
leading features of a racing programme and 
to possess attractions that do not attach to 
ordinary ever-night events. Yesterday there 
were twe stakes run, the Algeria for 2-year- 
olds and the Clinton for fillies a year older. In 
the first named there were but four starters, 
and although, as matters turned out, it pro- 
duced a hot struggle between the contending 
horaes, it was by ne meansa goed betting event. 

In the Clinton, eut of 17 entries only two faced 

the starter, and the superiority of one a8 com- 

pared with the other was so pronounced that it 
excited no more interest than would an actual 
instead of a practical walk-over. Four of the 
six races were won without the exercise ef 
much energy at the finish either by horse or 
jockey. Butin the other two events the fin- 
ishes were eo hotly fought as te make the result 
doubtful to almost the very last jump, the cles- 
ing race of the afternoon producing a struggle 
petween five herses that of itself made up for 
any previous shorteomings in that regard. As 
for the petting public, it fared pretty well. 
Three actual favorites won; im another race the 


winner was aa equal favorite with the second 
horse, and in the other cases the winner had 
nearly as much support as the one that went to 
see post with the shortest price quoted against 
them. 

The weather is not favorable to the Breoklyn 
Clup. If it has not actually rained during the 
three days that have elapsed since the meeting 
began, it has been threatening all the tim 
and yesterday the air was decidedly raw an 
uncomfortable. Added to this the track is any- 
thing but what is desired, which aoubtless ac- 
counts for the small fields in most races. The 
attendance has thus far been good, though, and 

esterday anether large crowd was present. At 

imes during the afternoon an air of apathy 
seemed to settle over everything, but when it 18 
remembered that people are surfeited with 
racing it is toe much to expect enthusiasm ever 
contests that are casily won, and a feeling of 
weariness during a race such 4s that for the 
Cliaton Stakes is only natural. 

Even money against Sam Ha , Jr., for the 
opening dash, with Badge seratohed, was cer- 
tainly liberal enough odds, and the public 
pounded it heavily, paying little heed te the 
long odds offered against the others, excepting 
so far ag the prices concerned place betting, 
for which Niagara was the most fancied eutside 
of Sam Harper, Jr. The race was hardly a con- 
test. Estrellajumped out in front when the 
flag dropped, and led by from a length to two 
lengths for over half a mile, with Bess running 
second, Van third, attended by Sam Harper, Jr. 
wellup. On the turn the bunch closed up, and 
swingiag for home Harper got oneven terms 
with Estrella. The raee was all ever then. 
Sam Harper, Jr., was under a pull right te the 
finish, and but for the fight for second place the 
ending would have been very tame. ‘or that 

osition the struggle was a good one between 

istrella, Bess, and Prose, and Estrella only 
beat Bess out a shorthead, Sam Harper, Jr, two 
lengthe in front of the pair. Prose moved off 
siewly and ran in the rear unti) near the club- 
house. In the last half mile she showed a deal 
of speed aud made up considerable ground, 

The mile-and-a-quarter handicap produced 
the liveliest sort of speculation. Bessie June 
was backed by her owners and a good pertion 
of the talent, while the good form shown by 
Lelex and Wary in their recent races secured 
them plenty of friends, and in the odds the 
three were about evenly fancied, Wary being at 
a shade longer prices than the others when the 
horses went to the post. It was a pretty cen- 
test for a mile. Ernest first led off and showed 
the way to the quarter pole, Joseph and Le 
Logos alternating in second place, Wary fourth, 
Taylor taking matters very easy with Bessie 
June, Going aleng the back stretch Le Logos 
got his head in frontfor a short distance, but on 
the turn both he and Ernest fell back under the 
now hot pace, and the faverites worked to the 
fore.

There were only four starters for the Algeria 
Stakes, and the Faverdale colt was such a hot 
favorite that not much in the shape of a contest 
seemed wee & But as it turned out it wasa 
desperately-fought one between three horses all 
down the home stretch. Gypsy Queen delayed 
the start, as she usually does, for a time, and 
then the flag dropped with the four all moving 
away tegether. Fresno was in front soon after, 
but the speedy Gypsy Queer dashed by him and 
led at the haif pole by a length and a half, the 
Faverdale colt a head before Fresno, who was 
two lengths in frent of Senorita. Rounding the 
turn the last pamed, who had seemed to be out- 
footea on the back stretch, went up with a rush 
end joined Fresno and the Faverdale colt, these 
two having passed Gypsy Queen in the meantime,

Consequently there was 
little or no betting, and there was really no 
race.

Between half a dozen ef the eleven starters in

STERNBERG TELLING OF HIS RE- 
SEARCHES AMONG THE MICROBES. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—At a meeting of 
the American Surgical Association to-day Dr. 
Geerge W. Gay, surgeon to the Boston City Hos- 
pital, Boston, read a paper on the comparative 
methods of tracheotomy and intubation in the 
treatment of croup. Dr. L. McLane Tiffany, Pro- 
fessor of Surgery in the University of Maryland, 


read @ paper upon the subject of pregnancy and 
operative surgery. Dr. D, W. Cheever of Boston 
was cleoted President. The next meeting of this 
association will take place in this city on the 
first Tuesday in May, 1889. 

The Association of American Physicians and 
the American er ges rrer Society held a joint 
discussion on the relations between tropnic 
lesiens and diseases of the nervous system. 
The former soeiety elected as President Dr. 
Francis Minot of Boston, At the meeting of the 
Climatolegical Association Dr, J. T. Whittaker 
of Cincinnati read a paper on “The Conditions 
Which Tend to Render the Atmosphere of a 
Locality Aseptic.” ‘ The Relation of the Nasal 
and Neurotie Factersin the Etiology ef Asthma” 
was also discussed. . 

Major G. M. Sternberg, Surgeon United States 
Army,read an important paper thig afternoon be- 
fore the Association of American Physicians and 
Surgeons upon “ Recent Investigations Re- 
lating to the Hology of Yellow Fever.” There 
have been several different claimants fer the 
honor of having discevered the yellow fever 

erm, but, according to Dr. Sternberg, none of 

ese ClaimsfMre well founded. He exhibited 
to the association oultivations of the germs of 
Dr. Dollinger Freire ot Brazil, Dr. Carlos Tin- 
lay of Havana, and of Dr, Paul Gibier of France. 
The last-named physician was commissioned 
by the French Government to study yel- 
low fever and had png | been in Havana 
fer Several months, when, in May last, Dr. 
Sternberg arrived in that city in compliance 
with instructions frem the President to con- 
tinue the investigation commenced last year in 
Brazil and in Mexico, Through the courtesy of 
the Spanish Army surgeons at the military hos- 
pital in Havana Dr. Sternberg was able te ob- 
tain as many autopsies as he required and made 
a@ careful search of the blood and the various 
organs ef the body with reference to the preés- 
ence of germs. He did not encounter inasingle 
case, he said, the microbe which Dr, Dollinger 
Freire has described and with which he pro- 
fesses to practice protective inoculations. He 
has, however, encountered this micrococcus in 
cultures made from the surface of the body 
and believes its presence in Dr. Freire’s blood 
cultures from the tinger to have been quite acci- 
dental and without special significance. 

Having proved by his microscepical researches 
and eulture experiments that there is no spe- 
eific germ in the blood of yellow fever 
patients, Dr. Sternberg turned his attention to 
the alimentary canal, thinking it not improb- 
able that the specific germ ef the disease might 
be found there, as ig the ease in cholera As 
was to have been expected, he encountered a 
variety of micro-organisms in this situation, 
some of which were apparently undescribed 
species, and, therefore, possible yellow fever 
germs. Among these is the bacillus of Dr. Paul 
Gibier, which was found in three outof ten 
cases. Dr. Sternberg is of the opinion that Dr. 
Gibier has not as yet: given any satisfactory 
proof that this is the veritable yellow fever 
germ, and further researches are required 
in order to determine the important 
questions eee my to the cause and 
prevephae of this disease. Dr. Sternberg bas 

imself discovered several new micro-organ- 
isms, and itis possible that ene or the other of 
these is the deadly microbe which he has so 
long been in search of, but he said he was not 
at present in a position to make a definite claim 
with reference to bao | one of them. Some of 
these germs were exhibited to the association, 
and Dr. Sternberg stated that since his return 
from Havana be had been continuously en- 
waxed in the study of these various microbes, 
andthat the material which he had brought 
with him would fully ocoupy his time fer some 
menths to come.

The bill to exclude the Chinese from this 
country, which passed both houses of Cen- 
gress with indecent -haste while the treaty 
relating to the subject was stiil under con- 
sideration by the Chinese Government, ‘will 
be withheld from the President until Rep- 
resentative KiLGorE of Texas is ready to 
send itto him. This news will disgust the 
demagogues and Republican partisans in 
the Senate and House. The bill was passed 
by the House under the impression that the 
treaty had been rejected by China, though 
the action of that body in proceeding to 
this extreme in advance of the receipt of 
any official information as to the fate of 
the treaty was a violation of the courtesy 
due a friendly power and an act of dem- 
agogy which cannot be defended. The 
Senate passed the bill afterthe receipt of 
official dispatches showing that the Chinese 
Government had not rejected the treaty 
but had merely postponed the.consideration 
of it. There is no doubt that the purpose of 
the Republican majority was to embarrass 
the President by putting into his handsa 
bill he could not properly sign, though it 
had originated with his own party in the 
House. Mr. EDMUNDS unavailingly tried to 
do what Mr. KILGORE ina much simpler 
manner has succeeded in doing. The key 
to the situation is obviously in the bands 

‘ef the Texas member, and he will doubtless 
use it to.atone for the blunder made by the 
House in passing the bill. But it would 
have been much more creditable on the 
part-of the Democratic Representatives Had 
they-shown less eagerness to pander to the 
“hoodlum” element of the Pacific coast in 
their desire to override the courtesies and 
established usages of international rela- 
tions. 








Mr. WaRNER MILLER told his audience in 
Brooklyn Monday night that a reduction of 
the duty on steel rails from $17 to $11 a 
ton would not serve the people, but the cor- 
porations. ‘‘Ifitisin the interest of any 
one portion of our citizens more than that 
of any other,” said he, “it isin the interest 
of the men who build railroads and specu- 
late in them. If anybody shall be benefited 
by having steel rails cheaper, I say it will 
be the great corporations that buy them 
and use them.” Perhaps Mr. MILLER does 
not know that if the duty were now 
$11, instead of $17, the cost of for- 
eign rails delivered in this market would 
exceed by $2o0r $3 the selling price of 
home-made rails, so that such a duty would 
be practically prohibitory. But what we 
fesire particularly to point out is Mr. 
MILLER’s belief that the cost of rails comes 
in the end out of the railroad companies 
and not out of the people. There are a 
great-many deluded persons who have sup- 
posed that the people eventually had to. 
pay for these things. They will be glad to 
learn that the railroad corporations are so 
anselfish and benevolent that they bear the 
whole burden. 








Secretary WHITNEY gives evidence of pos- 
sessing that most valuable requisite for 
the head of a great department—reliance on 
bimself and faith in his own judgment. 
The next great work before him as chief of 
the Naval Department is the acceptance of 
plans for the four new cruisers the build- 
ing of which has been authorized by Con-

ments of the service. If the Secretary 
of the Navy proves himself equal to the 
task which he has undertaken and places 
the stamp of his own individuality on the 
new cruisers he will identify himself with 
the creation of our new navy as no other 
Secretary has ever done. 

Nevada, as well as Idaha, has a statute 
disfranchising all members of the Mormon 
Church, and its constitutionality is now to 
be tested. We stated some weeks ago that 
the Mormons of Idaho intended to take at 
the coming election the severe test oath 
prescribed by the Territorial law and to 
vote, although they have heretofore submit- 
ted to disfranchisement. This oath clearly 
excludes Mormons, whether they are 
polygamists in practice or not, but the 
Mormons do not propose to let their 
consciences standin the way this time. The 
constitutionality of the Idaho law has been 
affirmed by the highest court of the Terri- 
tory. In Nevada the test is yet to be made. 
The Salt Lake Herald says: *‘ Registration 
for the coming election having been denied 
{in Nevada] to some citizens who presented 
themselves for the purpose, the courts are 
to be appealed to, and the validity of. the 
statute will be tested by the highest tribunal 
in the State.” The Federal anti-polygamy 
laws-have disfranchised Mormons in the 
Territories who were polygamists in prac- 
tice. Under those laws disfranchisement is 
a punishment for crime; the laws of Idaho 
and Nevada disfranchise men on account of 
their belief. 
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It was not ina casual speech that Mr. 
HARRISON made his singular remarks about 
the surplus. It was in his.formal letter of 
acceptance that he wrote: ‘‘ They [meaning 
the wicked Democrats] have magnified and 
nursed the surplus, which they affect to 
deprecate, seemingly for the purpose of ex- 
aggerating the evil.” The admission that 
the surplus is an evil almost atones for the 
comical error of attributing to the Demo- 
crats exaggeration of the surplus. Is it 
possible that Mr. HARRISON never knew, or 
forgot, that the Democratsin 1885 changed 
the form of debt statement? Since April 
of that year these shameless exaggerators 
of the surplus have included among the 
national liabilities bonds issued on account 
of the Pacific Railroads, and have deducted 
from cash available fractional currency, 
which is only a limited legal tender. When 
the change was made the net effect of add- 
ing sixty-odd millions to the national obli- 
gations and deducting thirty-odd millions 
from the available assets was to reduce the 
apparent surplus from one hundred and fifty- 
three millions to twenty-two millions. Of 
course it is a matter of bookkeeping merely, 
and in no respect alters the facts, But 
when Mr. HARRISON charges the Democrats 
with exaggerating the surplus it isas wellto 
remind him that they positively depreviate 
thesurplus. If this “evil” were to be reckoned 
on the old Republican plan it would be 
necessary to add to the net cash balance, as 
now calculated, the items subtracted when 
the form of statement was revised three 
years ago. As Mr. HARRISON prudently re- 
marked, the amount of the surplus is 
** variously stated,” but as a candid man, 
bearing these facts in mind, can he fairly 
charge the Democrats with “ exaggerating” 
the evil? The wonder is how a man so 
familiar with public affairs made such a 
comical blunder. 














Whatever the fact about the tempera- 
ment of the unfortunate Major BARTTELOT, 
and whatever his degree of fitness to com- 
mand in the task intrusted to him by STAN- 
LEY, it is only too clear from the last 
official repert which he made, now pub- 
lished, how utterly he was at variance with 
Trepoo Tris. His disgust with the Arab 
chief is apparent throughout this docu- 
ment. He says flatly that ‘“* Trppoo Trp has 
broken faith with us,” and again that the 
carriers he furnished for the expedition to 
follow STANLEY were altogether too few 
and were supplied ‘“‘ with great reluctance” 
and only after “unreasonable delay.” Then 
Trppoo Tis found fault, it appears, at the 
last moment with the weights the men were 
to carry, although before he had approved 
ofthem. Astoall this Major BARTTELOT 
hopes ‘‘it will be taken most serious notice 
of when it comes to the day of settling up.” 
When.he has reported to the President of 
the relief expedition “all I can now think 
of,” he naively adds, asif hé had not made 
the point very clear so far, ‘* but I would 
bring finally to your notice that Ti1PPoo 
Tris has broken his faith and contract with 
us.” Wherever the fault lay, what could be 
hoped for from an expedition started with 
violent antipathy between its chief pro- 
moters? BARTTELOT was apparently not a 
man to conceal his dissatisfaction. If this 
dissatisfaction was well grounded, the bad 
faith of the Arab is clear; if ill grounded, 
Tiproo Tie must have had a personal griev- 
ance against BARTTELOT. Yet thereis a 
ray of hope in the latter’s reference to 
Tiretoo Tip’s “professed friendship for 
STANLEY” as indicating that.now at last 
he may be willing to put forth full and 
hearty exertions for an expedition under 
JAMIESON. 











Chili’s enterprise has taken a new turn in 
her reported seizure of Easter Island, once 
known as Davis’s Land, and farfious for its 
collection of colossal statues, rndely hewn 
from stone and placed on enormous plat- 
forms of masonry. A specimen of this 
handiwork of an ancient race, differing, it 
would seem, from the present inhabitants, 
was recently, we believe, brought by a 
Government vessel to Washington for the 
National Museum. Chili’s claims upon the 
island remain to be developed. To be sure 
she can claim to be the nearest point of 
mainland, but a distance of two thousand 
miles and more is too much for establish- 
ing rights based on proximity. The pur- 
pose of the Chilians is said to be that of 
founding a penal colony on her new acqui- 
sition. This can hardly be of great advan- 
tage to the inhabitants, although the lonely 
site of the island, thrust out like an ad- 
vance guard at the extreme southeastern 
part of Pelynesia, might seem admirably to

Little Greece is bristling up to Turkey 
once more in a very belligerent way. A 
squadron which has been a month absent 
manenuvring has arrived at the Pirewus in 
hot haste, and other war ships are to be 
ready within two days to start for Turkish 
waters. The trouble is the seizure of a 
Greek vessel at Chios about which the 
Porte refuses to reply in a satisfactory way. 
Much bigger powers than Greece have 
found the same difficulty with the Porte, 
which rarely, if ever, does reply in a satis- 
factory way. Greece is a small country and 
able in a very short time to get very hot; 
but recent experience showed that she can- 
not go to war unless her*big neighbors per- 
mit, and that warlike preparations which 
come to nothing are costly. Mobilizing 
the fleet, however, is less expensive than 
mobilizing the army. 


. 
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NOT HELPED BY THE TARIVF! 

The Hon. Henry CasoT LODGE addressed 
some of his constituents in Boston last 
Tuesday evening upon the issues of the 
day, and spoke at considerable length con- 
cerning Trusts and similar devices for the 
suppression ef competition. Mr. Lopar’s 
opinions are not in exact accordance with 
those of Mr. Buarne. He said: 

“They are bad things. We are all agreed that 
Trusts and combinations to raise prices artifi- 
eially en the consumers of the country are bad 
things, injurious to the country, injurious to 
every one.” 


But he declared repeatedly that these 
combinations were not in any way related 
to or affected by the tariff. ‘‘A protective 
tariff,” said he, “does not affect them one 
way or the other. Itis not true that they 
are helped by the tariff.” These are not the 
opinions of the Hon. JOHN SHERMAN, 
whose loyalty to the protective tariff and 
the Republican Party will not be ques- 
tioned, for Mr. SHERMAN says: 

**When such combinations to prevent a re- 
duction of price by fair competitien exist, I 


agree that they may and ought to be met bya 
reduction of duty.” 


There is ample evidence that Mr. LopGnr’s 
views concerning tariff legislation have un- 
dergone some change. Four years ago he 
said: 


“Grave pubiic questions confront us, There 
is a large, perilous, and increasing surplus in 
the revenue. It must be removed, not by need- 
less and extravagant expenditures, nat by abol- 
ishing the proper taxation of whisky and 
tobaeco, not bya stupid horizontal reduction for 
politics only; but by plain business methods, by 
Freeing entirely those great necessaries of life that 
enterinio the daily consumption of every house- 
hold, and by wise and discriminating reductions, 
which will not only relieve the taxpayer but 
will also encourage labor and aid and strengthen 
industry and extend our commerce.” 


Now that the political party to which he 
is opposed has undertaken to put in force 
the tariff policy defined in these words of 
his, and that his ewn party has become 
committed to a policy of raising duties ‘‘ to 
check importations” and restrict commerce 
instead of extending it, he has lightly 
‘yaulted over to the other side of the fence. 
It is pessible that his opinions concerning 
*‘combinations to raise prices artificially” 
will be changed by and by. While there is 
life there is hope. 

He declares now that they are ‘not 
helped by the tariff,” and that the tariff 
‘does not affect them one way or the 
other.” Does Mr. LopGE believe that the 
Steel Rail Ring would have pushed up the 
price of rails last year to $40 if there had 
not been a tariff duty of $17 a ton on im- 
ported rails? Was not the Ring “ helped” 
by the duty? Was it not the duty, and the 
duty alone, that enabled the Ring to take 
millions in profits beyond a reasonable 
profit from the people through the agency 
of the railroad companies? Will not Mr. 
LopGE admit that the duty of 54 per cent. 
on jute bagging has been of some service to 
the Cotton Bagging Combination, which 
has recently almost doubled the price 
of bagging for cotton bales? Will he 
say that the enhancement of prices 
by the Sugar Trust was not made pos- 
sible by a prohibitory duty on refined 
sugar? Can he induce any of the combina- 
tions dealing in protected articles to say 
that they care nothing for the duties, and 
that in their operations they do not take 
the duties into account? Does he believe 
that the Linseed Oil Trust could have raised 
the price of linseed oil from 38 to 52 cents 
if a duty of 25 cents a gallon (54.79 
per cent.) had not excluded foreign compe- 
tition? And similar questions might be 
asked with reference to the assistance 
afforded by tariff duties to scores of other 
combinations. The assertion that ‘* combi- 
nations to raise prices artificially” in the 
home market are not “‘ helped” or “‘ affected” 
by tariff duties is an insult to the intelli- 
gence of an American citizen. 

The chief purpose of these combinations 
is to raise prices and keep them up by pre- 
venting competition at home after competi- 
tion from abroad has been prevented by 
law. The greatest evil caused by these 
rings is the unjust and extortionate en- 
hancement of prices. In many cases the 
unjust prices are propped up by tariff 
duties. If these dutiesshould be cut down 
the prices would fall, for even the threat of 
foreign competition would cause the rings 
to lower them. 

It was the avowed belief of Congress 
when these duties were established that 
the people would have the full benefit of 
competition among protected producers in 
an isolated home market. Combination 
withholds from the people this benefit. They 
are entitled to relief, and they can obtain 
it, as Mr. SHERMAN says, and as Mr. LODGE 
must know, by reducing the duties that 
have been used as instruments for extortion. 
And this is the remedy that should be 
applied in the case of every product which 
is controlled by a ring. We do not say 
that there should not be other legisla-. 
tion, both State and national, with regard 
to Trusts and other less compact 
combinations. But the fruits of this other 
legislation, if it should be enacted against 
the powerful opposition of the ‘‘ combines,” 
would be long deferred. The people are 
affected most directly and most seriously 
by the unjust enhancement of prices. The 
most effective legislation in this field would 
be that which strikes at these prices. The

would be such legislation, and the reduc- 
tions should be made without delay. 


“CAPITAL” AND THE PENAL CODE. 

A letter from Mr. A. M. WARNER, published 
in yesterday’s Herald, conveys information 
that ought to be useful, not merely to the 
voters of the United States, but to the per- 
sons charged with the execution of the 
criminal law in this State. We append the 
most significant parts of Mr. WaARNER’S 


letter: 
40 LISPENARD-STREET, 
y New-York, Sept. 19, 1888. $ 
To the Editor of the Herald: 

IT ama Republican of twenty years’ standing. 
[ have never voted any other ticket. To-day as 
areward for my fidelity I am the victim of 
various forms of oppression, extortion, and rob- 
bery. * * * Laman American manifacturer 
of table eovers, piano covers, and other articles 
for home use and ornament. The raw material 
from which these goods are made is weol felt. 

On this article there is a double tariff tax, one 
specitic (weight) and one ad valorem. It is a 
tax for my oppression, but for the protection of 
some one else. It varies on different qualities 
of these goods from 100 to 125 per cent., or 
even more. 

This rate of taxation represents the amount 
of oppression and extortion put upon me by 
this great and tree Government! It is amply 
sufficient to prevent me from buying my mate- 
rial in other countries, and it at once hands me 
ever to the domestic producers as their prey 
and victim. 

Of these producers there are not more than 
five or six among our whole sixty millions of 
people. For the purpose of more effectually satis- 
fying their rapacity these men have formed a 
“trust,” “combination,” or ‘‘conspiraey” te 
control and regulate the price of this article, 
As a result of this conspiracy the price has 
been fixed and maintained for three years at 
about 100 per cent. above the market value in 
other countries. Not satisfied with an arbitrary 
control of the price, discounts, terms, and time 
on which myself and others shall buy the goeds 
from them, they attempt to rule us with arod 
of iron, and by use of the boyeott and other 
means to compel us to conform to any condi- 
tions which they may dictate. 

This situation ef affairs is only possible by 
the present tariff law. 

It is the tariff which oppresses, not only 
mé, but hundreds of other manufacturers and 
sixty millions of consumers. * * * 

My only hope is the Mils bill, which removes 
the specific duty, takes away a portion of this 
oppression, allows the peeple to buy these goods 
where they are better and cheaper, and at the 
same time kills this trust and conspiracy.

In an interview accompanying this letter, 
in order to illustrate the extent to which 
manufacturers are in the power of this com- 
bination of the domestic producers, Mr. 
WaRNER related the following: 

“A wealthy dealer bought largely of the goods. 
When he had them in his store he came to the 
conelusion on one occasion that they were his 
and he could do as he pleased with them. He 
did so. He sold at the best obtainable prices, at 
presumably a fair profit. But he didn’t sell at 
monopoly rates. All right, so far. When he 
wanted more goods, however, he was told that 
he couldn’t have them, and he didn’t get them. 
You would be astonished if [named the house. 
It’s a fact, however, and that merchant is now 
under the boycott.” 

Tue TIMES yesterday made some remarks 
upon ‘‘‘Labor and the Penal Code,” in 
which it pointed out to JABLONOWSKI and 
FINKELSTONE and the other foreign agitators 
the futility of their attempts to secure such 
a modification of the criminal law as would 
enable them to oppress and persecute with 
impunity any workman who did not choose 
to join their union or any employer who 
did not choose to comply with their de- 
mands. Buton the same day appear Mr. 
WARNEPR’s letter and his story, which show 
that the very section of the code which 
hampers organized labor in its endeavor to 
regulate the business of other people to its 
mind does not prevent organized capital 
from doing precisely the same thing. The 
code defines as a punishable conspiracy 
any attempt on the part of two or more 
persons to prevent a third from exercising a 
lawful business. When a number of poor 
and ignorant waiters combine to induce 
people to refrain from buying food and 
drink from a restaurant, or a number of 
poor and ignorant shoemakers combine to 
prevent another from getting employment 
at his trade, the combination is held to be 
a violation of thislaw, and thelaw breakers 
are convicted and sentenced underit. But 
when a number of rich and intelligent 
manufacturers combine to prevent a dealer 
from carrying on a lawful business in a 
lawful way by selling at the price 
which pleases him goods which he* has 
bought and paid for, it seems to be assumed 
that public justice is mot concerned. Mr. 
JAMES G. BLAINE is of the opinion that the 
conspiracy of which this dealer is the vic- 
tim is a private affair with which Govern- 
ment cannot interfere. The manufacturers 
of wool felt explain that they are com- 
pelled to resort to these severe measures of 
discipline in order to pay the princely 
wages which the labor employed in that 
industry notoriously receives, and to pre- 
vent it from sinking to the level of. the 
pauper labor of Europe, and that they 
would be ruined by the passage of the Mills 
pill. Nobody has the heart to obstruct 
their patriotic labors by putting the ma- 
chinery of the law in operation against 
them and by procuring their indictment, 
conviction, and sentence under the section 
of the Penal Code which is clearly ‘“‘spe- 
cific’? enough to cover their offense, and 
which, if Mr. WARNER’s story be true, they 
have violated as distinctly as it was vio- 
lated by the boycotters of THEISS or the 
persecutors of HARTT. They have violated 
it with even less excuse, for the. vindictive 
waiters and shoemakers became criminals 
in an attempt to secure what they called 
‘living wages”; at least the waiters did, 
for the persecution of HARTT was a piece 
of pure and wanton malignity. The 
manufacturers of wool felt organized and 
carried on their conspiracy for the purpose 
of further swelling profits already rendered 
exorbitant by their escape from domestic 
competition through combination and from 
foreign competition by a monstrous duty 
upon the foreign product. Mr. WARNER 
is not entirely accurate in saying that his 
only hope is in the Mills bill, which would, 
as he justly says, “‘take away a portion of 
this oppression.” If the case he reports is 
as clear as it seems to be, he can relieve 
himself of another part ofit by appealing 
to the courts for the punishment of his op- 
pressors. 

This course is suggested, not merely by 
his interest as a manufacturer, but by his 
duty asacitizen. While the labor agitators 
complain that they are prevented from 


j : -hounding their enemies to death because

plaint is as impotentasitissilly. But their 
complaint is dangerous to public order when 
they can complain with reason that there is 
one law for the rich and another for the 
poor. And assuredly there is reason for 
that complaint when, under a law that for- 
bids men to combine for the purpose of injur- 
ing others in their business, poor shoemak- 
ers and waiters are fined and imprisoned, 
while rich manufacturers go unwhipt of 
justice. 








THE FARMER'S NARROWING MAR- 
KET. 

The only way thatthe protectionist can 
wriggle out of the charge thatthe tariff 
robs the farmer to enrich the favored man- 
ufacturer is to dwell on the beauties of the 
home market. But since we are large ex- 
porters of agricultaral products—75 per 
cent. of all our exports, in 1887, being of 
that class—it is clear, as has often been 
shown, that the prices of the home market 
are determined, in the case of all the great 
staples, by the prices of the foreign market. 
What has not been so often seen is that the 
American farmer has been steadily getting 
less and less for his products in the foreign 
market, and so, of course, in the home mar- 
ket, too, and that he is being subjected to a 
continually sharper competition in the 
countries to which we are the largest ex- 
porters. 

We take the following figures from the 
last annual report of the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, on the foreign commerce of the United 
States, which show the regular decline in 
the average export prices of agricultural 
products. For convenience we cite the 
prices at intervals of ten years:

A part of this decline is undoubtedly due 
to the opening of new and fertile areas to 
cultivation, to improved agricultural meth- 
ods, and to diminished costof transportation, 
But a part of it is also due to the increasing 
difficulty of marketing American farming 
products in Europe. Protectionism has 
been hitting the American farmer hard 
abroad as well as at home. The protection- 
ist movement which has swept over all 
Eurepe has most often taken the form of 
heavier import duties on food supplies. 
This has been the case in Germany, and so 
it has in France and Austria. Our: exports 
being barred out of the European market, 
have been dammed up at home, and the 
glut has brought down prices. Everybody 
remembers the discriminating legislation 
of France and Germany against American 
pork. In that case foreign protectionism 
assumed the mask of regard for the health 
of the consumer. The foreign duties on 
other American farm products have not 
been so much brought to notice because 
they were not based upon any such pretext, 
but they have had the same effect in mak- 
ing the foreign market more difficult of ac- 
cess to the American farmer. 

But England, itis said, still stands by free 
trades, and England must have our cotten, 
our wheat, and our meat. England must, 
indeed, have cotton and wheat and meat, 
but it is not at all certain that they must 
be of our production. One of the strongest 
hopes of the Confederacy was that England 
was bound to interferein behalf of the 
South, since she must have cotton; but she 
did not interfere, for she got the cotton 
elsewhere. It will be just about asidle for 
us to fali back on our great natural facili- 
ties for raising wheat and meat and say we 
are sure of a market in England. That 
market is not ours without acontest. The 
sudden springing up of sharp competitors of 
the American farmer at the endsof the 
earth is one of the most serious things he 
has to consider. Russian and Indian wheat 
are coming to England in larger quantities 
every year. The Board of Trade returns for 
the first seven months of this year show a 
very remarkable proportionate gain of ship- 
ments of grain from the East as compared 
with imports from America. It is now the 
distinct policy of India to devote more and 
more land to the growing of wheat. What 
Russia needs to enable her to be a stronger 
competitor is mainly better means of 
transportation, and these she is rapidly ac- 
quiring. Wherever on earth there is cheap 
food English steamers go with cheap manu- 
factures to buy it. Exceptionally bad har- 
vests abroad may send up the price of wheat 
temporarily, but the prospect before the 
American farmer isone of steadily lessen- 
ing returns for all that he has to sell, and 
the protectionists propose to keep on mak- 
ing him pay an extra price for ail he has to 
buy. 

The remarkable expansion of the South 
American and Australian exports of frozen 
meats is another portentous sign of still 
harder times for the American farmer. 
Trade of this sort between England and the 
Argentine Republic and Uruguay has enor- 
mously increased of late. A single estab- 
lishment on the Plate River has facilities 
for freezing and shipping 500,000 beef car- 
casses yearly. Besides this, special steam- 
ers have bcen constructed, containing vast 
refrigerators, in which fresh. meat can be 
securely carried across the ocean. Ocean 
freights, of course, are wonderfully cheap, 
and a sail of a thousand miles further, more 
or less, is of no account at all beside the land 
carriage for long distances necessary to get 
American cattle and sheep to the seaboard. 
As to cost of production, the vast pampas at 
the disposal of the Argentine grazer, a more 
favorable climate, and cheaper labor cer- 
tainly do not turn the balance in favor of 
the American producer. In like manner 
with Australia and her enlarging exports of 
mutton. Natural facilities as great as the 
American, better shipping rates, and the 
immense advantage of intimate political 
and commercial relations with England put 
the sheep farmer of Australia at a great ad- 
vantage in comparison with his American 
rival, 

Such general tendencies of production 
and trade as those we have here pointed 
out are among the most significant of eco- 
nomic facts. It is by them that we have to 

‘guide ourselves in the long run. To pit 
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against such great forces is folly. It is en- 
tirely certain that the American farmer has 
to face the prospectof a still further decline 
in the world’s prices for his products and 
that his best wisdom is to insist upon abol- 
ishing the system which diminishes the 
purchasing power of what he has to sell. 
Diminished price he can stand, but dimin- 
ished purchasing power he cannot. There 
are plenty of signs that he is making up his 
mind not to and that the schemers who 
have lived at his expense, and too often 
upon his ignorance, will be able to fool him 


no longer.

FRANCE AND THE MARQUESAS. 

The baker’s dozen of small islands in the 
South Pacific known as the Marquesas or 
Mendajiia Group have given France some 
trouble in maintaining her sway over them 
during the last half century, and now it is 
announced that recent hostilities have re- 
sulted in the killing of two hundred of her 
marines and ‘‘several thousand” natives. 
In this account there must be a slight 
exaggeration, inasmuch as the total pop- 
ulation is only, aecording to the latest 
authorities, from 6,000 to 10,000. 
Even were it practicable to collect 
from all the islands that small fraction 
of the aggregate population which repre- 
sents the fighting men, it is obvious that 
there would hardly be enough of them to 
allow the loss ef several thousand killed, 
especially as there were enough left, ac- 
cording to the account, to make good their 
retreat to the almost inaccessible mountains. 
Possibly, also, the French loss has been 
somewhat exaggerated. 

Our country has an interest of its own in 
this archipelago. For, while the southern 
group was sighted nearly three centuries 
ago by the Spaniard MENDANA DE NEYVa, 
an American navigator, Capt. INGRAHAM, 
two centuries later discovered three islands 
of the northern group, whose native names 
he patriotically displaced by those of 
Washington, Franklin, and Adams, giving 
to the greup also the name of Washington 
Islands. The French protectorate did not 
begin till 1842, when Admiral pu PEtTIT- 
THOUARS took possession of the group. 
They are not particularly valuable, being 
far from easy of access, by reason of the 
steep volcanic coast rocks and the environ- 
ing reefs. A considerable portion of the 
surface is also mountainous; still, there are 
a few good harbors, and the valleys are 
very fertile, so that tropical products are 
raised which make something of an export 
trade for which French goods are exchanged. 
Besides, the archipelago is not far from the 
Society Islands, also under French rule, a 
protectorate over the latter having been 
formed only a few years after that of the 
Marquesas. 

It is somewhat. singular that both in the 
Tahiti Group and in the Marquesas with- 
in a year outbreaks have occurred against 
the French authority or the native chiefs 
acting under that authority. Inthe Socie- 
ty Islands only a short time ago an attempt 
to extend the sway of the French native 
representative over an island which 
claimed to be specially exempted from this 
rule produced an uprising which required 
the intervention of a French naval ferce. 
The exact cause of the insurrection of the 
Marquesas natives does not appear, but it 
has produced a very obvious desire to get 
rid of the foreign domination. The upshot 
must be their subjugation. The islands 
are mostly so small as to bring a large part 
of their area under the guns of the French 
vessels, and the natives that have taken 
to the mountains will probably accept in 
time an opportunity to return to the coast 
and submit. 











INSURANCE AGENT’S BLUNDER. 

Boston, Sept. 20.—Through the action of 
a New-York agent the Actna Insurance Company 
of Hartford has got into trouble with the Insur- 
ance Commissioners of Massachusetts. The in- 
surance laws of this State are unusually strict. 
One statute provides that no life insurance 
company doing business in Massachusetts nor 
any agent shali pay or allow or offer to pay or 
allow as an inducement te insurance any rebate 
of the premium payable on the policy; that for- 
eign companiés shall effect their insurance in 
Massachusetts only by lawfully constituted and 
licensed resident agents. T. J. Mumford of 
New-York, an agent of the Ztna Company, has, 
it appears, violated the law in both these par- 
ticulars. 

A letter has come into the pessession of In- 
surance Commissioner Merrill in which Agent 
Mumford offers a certain policy and closes his 
letter thus: “If you decide to take a policy we 
would allow youa rebate from the first pre- 
mium of the agent’s commission, 25 per cent.” 
This violates the statute in offering a rebate 
and alse in soliciting business by a non-resident 
and non-licensed agent, and each offense is pun- 
ishable by a fine of $500, and, in addition, the 
company’s license to do business in this State 
can be revoked. Commissioner Merrill has ad- 
dressed a letter to President Bulkley of the 
tna, concluding asfellews: “‘ This proposition 
on behalf of your company being so clearly and 
palpably in vielation of the Massachusetts 
statutes, I have presented it tothe Attorney-Gen- 
eralin accordance with the provisions of the 
law, and I now write to say that if there are 
any reasons why this bold and flagrant illegality 
should not be followed by the revocation of the 
license of your company to transact business in 
this Commonwealth I am willing to listen 
thereto.” 


Mr. Mumford said last night that he did not 
know positively of any letter that the above 
dispatch might refer to, as no name is men- 
tioned. He said that there was no New-York 
State law prohibiting an agent offering a rebate, 
but he was of the impression that such a law 
did exist in Massachusetts. As to solieiting 
business, he did not know of any law prehibit- 
ing such outside of an agent’s territory. The 
large companies, he said, were in favor of pro- 
hibiting the rebating, whieh has always been 
customary. 





PROHIBITION IN ULSTER. 
Krineston, N. Y., Sept. 20.—The Ulster 
County Prohibition Convention was held here 
this afterneon. Nominations for Assembly were 
madeasfollows: First District, Cernelius D. 
Alliger of Saugerties; Second, Samuel W. Stil- 


well of Marlborough; Third, Albert B. Grimley 
of Ellenville. A full county ticket was also 
nominated. In regard te high license, the reso- 
lutions declare that high licernse is merely a 
‘par to prohibition,” and it ‘‘intrenches the 
trattic in the eupidity of the taxpayer.” ‘As all 
license implicates the Government, we are op- 
posed to all license.” 

Dr. CU. O. Sahler, the Treasurer of the county 
organization, reported he had purchased a tent 
with acapacity for 500 people. The tent, an 
organ, and camp stools will be hauled from town 
to town all through Ulster County from now 
until election day. The principal speeches in 
the convention were made by the Rev. EK 8. 
Bishop, L. L. Osterhoudt, Henry Legg, and Dr. 
Sahler. It was stated that the canvass made in 
this State by Prohkibitionists to date shews that 
the party is gaining in strength. The Prohibi- 
tionists of Greene, Ulster, and Delaware Coun- 
ties will soon hold a Congressional Convention.

Los ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 20.—Over 1,000 
Odd Fellows and friends made an excursion 
yesterday afternoon to Pasadena. The grand 
competitive drill took place at Armory Hall last

HOW IT IS ANSWERED BY SAMUEL SHAW 
OF BOSTON, 

Boston, Sept. 20.—Some time ago the 
utterances in favor of tariff reform of Samue 
Shaw, Treasurer of the Murdeck Parlor Grate 
Company, and heretofore a Republican, attract- 
ed eonsiderable attention, especially among the 
manufacturers in New-York State. Mr. Shaw 
received many letters on the subject, ana among 
them one from E. D. Woodruff of the Logan 
Silk Works, Auburn, N. Y. Mr. Woodruff inl 
closed in his letter the interview with Mr. Shaw 
as published in THe Times, #andiasked this 
question:

“T would say in the first place, the Mills bili 
does not propose to remove this tax; 1t makes a 
small reduction, butin my opinion leaves all 
that any honest business requires. I said: ‘It 
might be removed and not disturb our interest 
or our laber.’ How? Because we are now man- 
ufacturing the goods and selling at less cost 
than they can be imported for without the duty. 
Home competition has caused this state of 
things, not foreign pauper labor. Consequently 
you oan readily see, if this 45 per cent. were re- 
moved, the present wages of our labor eould 
not be disturbed by it. Yet, I would net advise 
such a course, assome other interest mizht suf- 
fer by it. 

“Now, do not misunderstand my position. I 
am not a free trader, and I find very few such. 
That ts the politician’s cry. I would like te see 
freé raw materials, and protection io such 
manufactured articles as may require it. The 
Mills bill is not a free-trade measure. It is far 
from that. I consider it very conservative, 
While not all that we might ask for, it is the 
best yet offered, and let us have it. It 
willrelieve the burdens of the poorer classes 
to a considerable extent and alse help 
and protect the Manufacturer, inasmuch 
as it disturbs but little the tax upon his preduct, 
and does place on the free list much of the raw 
materials which he must have. The commanity, 
to a great extent, has been largely governed by 
the political faith that isin them and their 
party. They lose sight of the facts that govern 
the question, which would be revealed to them 
if they would forget their party affiliations and 
eearch only for facts, as they would any other 
business proposition. 

‘Others besides you have questioned how we 
ean pay $1 75, against 60 cents in France, the 
article being free of duty. This ig the mistaken 
idea that protectionists advance. The politician 
advances it, hoping to deceive labor and thus 
capture his vote: others are honest in their ig- 
norance of the question. instead of looking at 
the per diem rate, we sheuld compare the cost 
per pound, yard, or dozen resulting from the 
above labor. Thisisthe important faet in its 
relation to the cost of product, and is quite lost 
sight of by the protectionist. Thelabor is the 
cheapest which produces the least cost per 
pound, yard, or dozen. We have found the high- 
est- priced labor to be the cheapest in producing 
this result, because itis the most skillful. We 
know that labor in America produces in some 
lines very Much mere than itdoes in Europe. 
Our methods of doing business, with the im- 
proved machinery. pluck, and enterprise which 
characterize our country, has much to do with 
this, and the foreign artisan, coming to our 
sheres; cannot help being infused by these eon- 
ditions, and consequently becomes more valu- 
able here than at home.” 





FLAMES ON THE PRAIRIE. 

BISMARCK, Dakota, Sept. 20.—A prairie 
fire is reported to have been raging for several 
days on the western bank of the Upper Missouri 
River, about 100 miles northwest of this city. 
The fire is said to have been started by Indians 
who were wandering about in search of game. 
Several herds of cattle have snffered from th 
flames, one herd of 208 having been driven to 
the Missouri River, where they plunged inte the 
stream and swam to the easterm shore to escape 
the fire. 

One of the most exciting and thrilling expe- 
riences was that of aman named Wilson, who 
was camping within a mile of the river, and 
awoke. to find himself almost surrounded by the 
spreading flames. The fire had burned about 
him in asemicircle, and by a wild dash for the 
river he succecded in getting between the rapid- 
ly-uniting lines of fire and reached the water's 
edge in safety. Nodamage to property and no 
less of life have been reported, altheugh the 
height of the grass and the fact that a wind 
was blowing at the time leaves room for fears 
on this point. The growth of vegetation in the 
Territory this year has been enormous, and all 
over the vast plain the grass is tall and heavy. 
When it becomes thorougaly dried the pessi- 
bility of disastrous fires will be alarming. 





INDIANS STILL OBSTINATE. 
WALLA WALLA, Washington Territory, 
Sept. 20.—Gen. Gordon, special Indian agent, 
is in town, having just returned from Snake 
River, where he went to confer with the 
Indians in relation to awarding lands in 


severalty. He says he has had no trouble with 
the Indians about Lyons Ferry, as they are in- 


dastrious, and most of them were awarded 
lands by Capt. Beebe, —— agent, who was 
here three years ago; but with the Indians 
further down the river, who are controlled by 
All Thomas and Sorrel Top, Gen. Gordon could 
do nething. These Indians were very obsti- 
nate, and said they would not accept a 
small parcel of land each, as the land 
was all given them by the Great Father, and 
that the people at Washington nor any one else 
had any right to divideitup. They said fur- 
ther that if the Great Father had wanted the 
Indians to take land in severalty he would have 
divided it up himself; that if he had wanted the 
land plowed he would have plowed it, and that 
if he wanted it fenced he would have furnished 
the rails. Gen. Gorden will recommend that 
these Indians be placed on reservations, as 
every attempt to persuade them to take lands 
in severalty has failed. 





RICH YIELDS OF SILVER. #4 

PAGLe Pass, Texas, Sept. 20.—News re- 
celved to-day from the Santa Resa Mining re- 
gion is to the effect that a big mining excite- 
ment has setin. Persons who ewn the larger 
mines, like the Cedral, the Frantriza, and the 
San Juan, are trying to keep the richness of the 
ore from the knowledge of the public, but it has 
leaked out that these and many others are tak- 
ing oré which yields $105 of silver to the ton, 
besides a large percentage of lead. Expensive 
machinery has been erected at the Frantriza, 
and they will begin shipping the metal in pigs 
about the 1st ef January. Thé nearest ship- 
ping point to the mines is Baratorano station, 
on the Mexican International. An immense in- 
flux of miners and prospectors has already be- 
gum. Many of these mines were originally 
worked by the Spaniards, and were destroyed 
and filled up by them when they were driven 
off by the native Mexicans during the revelu- 
tion of 1810.

MANAGER FAIS’S DEFENSE. 


HIS STORY OF THE LOSS OF LOUISE 
PAULLIN’S MONEY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 20.—lt was almost 
5 o'clock this afternoon when Judge Wilson 
adjourned ceurt, and the case of Stage Manager 
Fais, whe is charge with stealing $1,500 from 
Actress Louise Paullin, looked mueh brighter 
for the defendant than it did when the Cemmon- 
weaith rested on Wednesday. Charles Caspar 
Fais, the defendant, was on the stand for five 
hours, during three of whieh he was subjected 
to @ vigorous cross-examination by Assistant 
District Attorneys Kinsey and Boyle, who tried 


unsaceessfully to make him contradict himself. 
His story was in substance as follews: 

On the afternoon of the matinée performance 
he stood at the first entrance to the stage, 
when he heard some one say: ‘“ Miss Pauilin 
has fainted! Get her a glassof water.” He 
got the water and touk it to her in the eentre of 
the stage, where she was surrounded by a dozen 
or 15 people. Acouch was brought for Miss 
Paullin ard he helped carry her on the couch 
to her dressing room. In the dressing room 
were also Miss Gossin and Miss Pomeroy. At 
the door, partly in the reem, stood Misses 
Griffith and Wisdom. Miss Griffith came 
to Fails and said: “I'm goin home. 
Will you take charge of these valuables?” He 
took the chamois-skin bag and purse and placed 
them in his inside vest pocket. The room was 
very warm and be took off his vest and laid it 
on the table by the couch. He wasin and out 
of the room several times, as were the iadies, 
and altogether the vest was on the table about 
half an heur. 

About 6:30 that evening Miss Paullin told 
him to order supper for herself, the girls, and 
himself. She called him to her couch and told 
him te go to the left-hand side of her trunk, 
which was beside the couch on which she was 
lying, where he would find two watches and a 
small purse to carry small change in. She then 
told im to bs careful of her things, 
as there were a good many thousand dollars’ 
worth of valuables in his  pessession. 
He took the watehes and the purse and put 
them in his vest pecket with the chamois skin 
bag and other purse. There were two men pres- 
ent, one of Whom was named Eddie Short, who 
had been assistart property man at the Seuth 
Broad-Street Theatre. He and Short were dis- 
puting about their relative positions, and Fais 
said, just as Gas Engineer Semple came up: 
“T’ve more money On my person than you ever 
saw.” By that he referred only to his own 
money, of which he had about $70 in his pecket. 

About 7:45 o’eloek, after the quarter-call 
bell, he went to Miss Paullin’s room, knecked 
at the door, and asked her if she would receive 
her valuables. She said “ Yes.”’ The door was 
opened about four inches and he handed in first 
the bag and purses and then the watches. He 
did not know who took them, but he asked if 
they were all right. He waited about a minute 
and then heard Miss Paullin say, *‘Yes, Charley, 
they’re all right.” 

Miss Griffith, one of the Commonwealth’s wit- 
nesses, was reesilied by Mr. Heverin. Sno 
swore that she had known Mr. Fais a consider- 
able time, and that his reputatien ia the com- 
— for honesty and integrity had always 

een and is now as good as any person she 
had ever known. He was and is trusted con- 
tinually with thousands of dollars werth of 
valuabies. Ex-Jndge Ledwith, who served 10 
years on the New-York Bench; Henry Strauss, 
James J. Murray, and Octavius Wheelan of 
New-York, and William Schaffer of Pnhiladel- 
phia gave tho strongest testimonials of Fais’s 
reputation for honesty. Benedict Stern, buat- 
ness manager of the Carleton opera company 
also swore that Fais’s reputation for honest, 
was the very best. Then Fais’s employer, ve d 
tone William T. Carleton, gave Mr. Fais an ex- 
cellent character, and the court adjourned until 
Saturday merning.

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TWO DARING ROBBERIES 


THE BOLD OPERATIONS OF 
A THIN YOUNG MAN. 

HE STEALS $8,700 FROM THE COMMER- 
CIAL BANK BUT DROPS IT—THE 
FIFTH NATIONAL LOSES $2,000. 

A bold attempt was made to rob the Com- 
mereoial National Bank, 78 Wall-street, yester- 
duy afternoon, and it was entirely due to an 
acoident thatit failed. The employes ef the 
bank were leisurely winding up their work for 
the day at 3:15, when a tall young man, lean 
enougk to look the character ef Shakespeare's 
hungry apethecary, quietly entered the bank 
unobserved and took up a positien near the 
window of the paying teller, John Carr. The 
window being closed, the yeung man could not 
be seen from within, but by peering througk an 
adjoining glass partitien he could observe all 
that was going on inside. 

Mr. Carr was engaged in piling $25,000 in 
small bills into stacks of crossed layers, each 
containing $1,000. He stood at a desk with his 
back to the window, and as each layer ot $1,000 
was completed he turned and placed it In its 
proper position in a cash frame clese to the 
window. The other gentlemen in the bank were 
getting ready to go home. Seme had already 
gone, and those who remained were chatting 
idly as they doffea their office eoats and replaced 
them with their outdoor garments. The cadayv- 
erous young man saw Mr. Carr place the 
ninth layer of $1,000 in the frame and 
then turm to count some more At 
this time peas # a little partition separated 
the hungry-looking yeuth from the thousands 
of dollars, but the partition was high. The 
youth was tall, however, amd could just reach 
the top of the window frame with one hand. 
He drew from beneath his coats big blue flan- 
nel bag, neatly made, and ospadle of helding 
enough currency to last him for the remainder 
of hia life. It was almost a yard deep, and 
quite half a yard wide. 

With the bag in his left hand the fellow placed 
his right hand upon the frame over the wiazdow, 
and with the agility and noiselessness of a cat 
os upen the little ledge that runs around 
the rail beneath all the windows, upon which 
the patrons of the institution count out their 
money. He was not heard as be leaned over 
the partition and preceeded to place the bank's 
$9,000 in his big blue bag, cash, frames, and all. 
One of the trames tipped slightly and $300 
slipped from it to the floor. Just at that 
moment W. McMaster Mills, a bookkeeper, ap- 
proached Mr. Carr’s desk to ask for some small 
change, when he was considerably astonished at 
seeing avery lean young man unconcernedly 
depositing the bank’s money to his own credit. 
Mr. Millis uttered an exelamation. The lean 
| pots! man heard it and departed without giv- 
nga Pig os 43 for the deposit. Mr. Mills ran 
areund from behind the counter, with all the 
ether clerks trailing along, justin time to see 
the young fellow go out of the door on a run. 

Just outside the door the young man meét with 
a misfortune which was very fortunate for the 
bank. The big blue bag happend to slip be- 
tween the iron rods of,the railing alongside of the 
steps as the young man endeavored to swing it 
under his arm. He was going pretty rapidly, 
and as the bag caught it was jerked from his 
hand ana@ the reeeptacic fell upon the steps. 
There was no time to recover it, for the elerks 
of the bank were within a yard of the thief. 
The young man ther concluded to show his pur- 
suers that there is a deal of meritin the adage 
of **A lean dog fora long race,” for he started 
off up Pearl-street with the speed of a sprinter. 
The clerks had been yelling like Indians, 
and a great crowd was attracted to the seone 
from the efticers along Wall and Pearl streets. 
The whole throng pursued the flying robber, 
crying “Step thief!’ with great vigor. The 
thin young manjhad almost reached Pine-street, 
when he turned and fired two shots from a 32- 
calibre six-chambered revolver into the crowd. 
He is a better thief than a marksman, however, 
and the bullets did not hurt any one. Thg shots 
and the increased yelling brought out more men 
and beys, and soon the pursuers filled the street 
frem eurb tocurb. Down Pine-street wert the 
fugitive and his followers, 

At the corner of Pine-street Policeman Burns 
joined in the chase, but the lean yeung man 
gained steadily. Turning into Frent-strest, he 
almost distanced the crowd to the corner of 
Muaiden-lane. Here he wascontronted by Police- 
man Nesbitt, who tried to stop him, but ge 
thief, becoming more desperate still, fired a 
shot at the officer, who was so much aston- 
ished at the youth’s peor skill with the piste! 
that he permitted him to get anether start. 
But the crowd gained by the delay this episode 
caused and the pursuit continued on toward 
the river. Near the corner of South-street 
the thief turned and tired anotber shot at 
the crowd and again failed to hit any- 
bedy. Then he darted into the side door 
of Hasting’s liquor store on the corner, 
to dash from the frent door a moment later. 
But Officer Nesbitt had been sprinting alse, and 
when the leam young man came eut & blow over 
«the head from the policeman’s club stretched 
bim upon the sidewalk. Detective Nugent and 
Officer Burns came up an instant later, and the 
speedy young thief was firmly seeured. Then 
he was marehed to the First Precinct Police 
Station amid a throng of men and boys. 

At the station the prisoner said that he was 
not a thief at all; be would scorn such an ac- 
cusation. He had heard some one cry “Step 
thief !” had seen a man running away, and had 
pee in the pursuit. Being a fast runner, he 

ad made better time than the other pursuers, 
and had been taken for tho thief, that was all. 

His name, he said, was Henry F. Harding, and 

he lived at 316 East One Hundred and 

Eighteenth-street, His home, though, was in 

Chicago, where his mother and two sisters are 

dressmakers. In his pockets were found a gold 

watch and chain, arevolver, with four cham- 

bers empty and two others still loaded; $34 90 

in money, @ memorandum book recording some 

election bets, and a prescription for R. I. Sey- 
mour, signed by Dr. A. E. Myers. Investigatien 

— that no sueh person lived at the address 

given. 

The prisoner was very cool when taken to 
the station. He was not the least disconcerted 
at tho array of evidence against him. He is 
about 24 years old, has a smoothly-shaven face, 
a fair but rather ruddy complexion, light hair, 
steely gray eyes, ahd is 5 feet 10 inches in 
height. He was dressedin a dark brown sack 
coat, dark vest and trousers of fashionable cut, 
and appeared to be neat about his person. His 
econntenance would not be considered hand- 
some, but it would be at least plexsant were it 
not for the heaviness of his jaw and the sinister 
lines about his mouth. 

Later in the afternoon John B. Peterson, the 
colored porter, and Jehn Ringen, a cierk of the 
Fifth National Bank, ealled at the station house 
to identify the prisoner as the man whom they 
saw loitering around thatjinstitution earlier in 
the day, and who throug: similar tactics se 
cured $2,000 in one and two dellar bills. They 
were not sure, however, that the man was the 
Same, 

The Fifth National Bank is at the southwest 
corner of Twenty-third-street and Third-avenue, 
At neon yesterday President Richard Kelly was 
in his private office and Reciving Teller W. 8. 
Beckwith was atlunch, In the banking office, 
which is surrounded by arailing six feet high, 
were Cashier A. Thompson, who acted for Pay- 
ing Tellier T. W. Smith, who is sick; Assistant 
Receiving Teller A. Vandernoof, A. G. Carmen, 
second bookkeeper, and Colleetor John Ringen, 
Mr. Thompson was at his desk, snd on Mr. 
Smith’s desk were three one-thousand-dollar 
packages ef one-dollar and two-dellar bills and 
much silver and gold coin. Into the bank by 
the Third-avenue entrance sneaked a lithe, thin, 
clean-shaven, high-eomplexioned tellow, who 
‘wore dark clothes and a derb; hat, and a squat 
fellow, who was swart aud had a little black 
mustache, They had been seen lounging near 
the bank by the colored janitor. 

The thin man went to a desk in the soutbeast 
corner of the office and leaned against it, and 
the other plumped himself dewn in a chair in 
the northeast corner. Botween them, facing 
the Third-avenue deor, was Mr. Smith’s desk. 
Ringen happened to be at the second book- 
keeper’s desk a few minutes later, and he 
turned to see the thin man sprawling ever the 
railing over Mr, Smith's desk and grabbing 
the ,three on thousand-dollar ackages, 
which were barely within his reaeh. 
Ringen was so influenced by varieus emo- 
tions that he ceuld not give an 
alarm until the thin man was dashing out of tre 
door, followed by his obese companion. When a 
pursuit was started the thief and his confeder- 
ate were 100 feet cast of Third-avenue and 
going at a lively gait, but in handing a thou- 
sand-dollar package from under his ceat to the 
agile fat man the thin fellew let it fall, and it 
burst and shed money all over the sidewalk. 
feeble pursuit was kept up along Twenty-third- 
Street and up Second-avenue to Twenty-fifth- 
street, but the rascals got away with the 

000. The money drepped was picked, up 
muddy and torn, but not a dollar ef it was lost. 

Of the money feund en-the prisoner at the 
Station House $24 were in one and two-dollar 
bills. Capt. McLaughlin thinks the prisoner is 
& brilliant Western * crook” who come 
East to make a naul, None of the detectives at 
Headquarters recognized him. Mr. Ringen 
thought that the resemblance between him and 
the Fifth National Bank thief was very strong, 
but he could not positively identify him.

FOUNDER OF THE EMPIRE. 


EMPEROR FREDERICK’S DIARY THROWS 
A NEW LIGHT ON HISTORY. 


Beruin, Sept. 20.—The Deutsche Rund- 
schauw publishes an abstract frem the diary of 
the late Emperor Frederick containing details ef 


events of the Franco-German war. The events 
recerded in the diary during this period show 
that of those who were engaged in founding the 
German Empire Frederiek took the greatest 
part, and that he thoughtof the foundation of 
anempire before others dreamed that such a 
result was possible, The abstract also preves 
that the German Prinses, especially those of 
Bavana, consented grudgingly to the establish- 
ment of the empire. 

The diary commences with the date July 11, 
1870. On the 29th of the same month Frederick 
wrete: ‘*My principal thought is hew to carry 
out a liberal organization in Germany after 
peace has been secured.’”’ The diary details 
conversations with his father, Bismarck, and 
Roggenbach on the subject, and he wrote that 
they were slowly ceming around to his views. 
On Oct. 9 Bigmarck confessed that he had not 
thought the desire for an imperial crown was a0 
strong among the German people, and that he 
was mistaken in 1866 in treating the question 
with such indifference. Under date of Oct. 18 
Frederick writes: 

“Tris birthday reminds me of the seriousness 
of the task 1 shall some day have to solve in 
German politics. I hope lI shall not live te see 
more wars. Evidently there are many who look 
forward with confidence. Ialso am certain of 
the fultillment of the task, because I know that 
I will prove myself worthy of this confidence,” 

The fellowing pages revealed tho slowness of 
the negotiations, Bavaria obstinately refusing 
to censent. The Grand Duke of Baden was one 
of the warmest supporters. Even Bismarck 
seemed discouraged at the attitude of the 
Southern States. An entry, under date of Nov, 
14, details a conversation wherein Frederick 
urged the fercing of the South Germans, He 
said to Bismarck: ‘‘Let us act firmly and im- 
periously. You will see I was right in saying 
you were not sufficiently aware of your power.” 
Bismarck protested that it would drive the 
Southerners into the arms of Austria, and re- 
marked that only Frederick entertained the idea 
of acting with a majority of the States against 
Bavaria. He thought it would be better to tet 
the suggestion emanate from the Reichstag. 

Afurther semewhat heated conversation be- 
tween Frederiek and Bismarck appears to have 
berae fruit. Under date of Nov. 21 Frederick 
writes that Bismarck has been induced to take 
up the subject seriously. Bismarck intimated 
to the German sovereigns that uniess they 
offered the imperial dignity to the King the 
Reichstag weuld, This menace had its effect. 
After Bavaria had offered the crown to the 
King an entry under date of Jan. 18, 1871, ex- 
presses the hope that ‘‘our ancestors’ dreams 
of German unity are fulfilled. He then de- 
ecribes the coronation. 

On March 7 Frederick writes: “Even the 
a, imprudence wili not uxde that which 

as been gainek. Such oxperiences as I have 
had in the last decade cannot be in vain. I 
shall have a strong hoid over the united nation 
because I shall be the first sovereign who 
without reserve adheres to constitutional insti- 
tutions.”’ 

The diary reveals that Emperor William 
said: ‘My son has his whole heartin the new 
state of affairs, while I do not care about the 
change.” It threws interesting side lights on 
affairs of the period. Frederick expresses tho 

ride he felt in the reproach of being too humane 
nN opposing the bombardment of Paris. Every 
page shows the writer’s admiration and venera- 
tion for Count von Moltke. .

A TIMES representative called upon Mr. Cran- 
dall, but. on accountof Mr. Crandall’s feeble 
health proofsheets of his interview with the 
Democrat were all that could be obtained.

Crandall said: 


“Thave known Mr. Conkling all my life and 
have corresponded with him for many years. 
All tarough his letters there runs a deep under- 
current of suffering on aceount of the way 
Blaine has calumniated him. His last letter was 
written to me a few days before his Inst sick- 
ness and in it he still expresses his interest in 
public affairs.

The Frye 
committee found too big a job on their hands. 
All the charges were true, and many mere. 80 
many intricacies arose and so many were impli- 
cated that the investigation was finally dropped. 
All the papers were left on the table, and Conk- 
ling told me to keep them until called upon 
to give them > I still have them, I asked 
Mr. Hotchkiss if nothing would be done to get 
the money back, and he said: ‘No; publish 
these transactions in the several districts, and 
no Administration can live six months.’ 

“Congress was flooded with letters on the 
subject, and Conkling had over 200. He said 
one of these was from Augusta, Me., charging 
Blaine with making $40,000 in a singie day out 
of the frauds. A few months after this I re- 
ceived the letter from Mr. Conkling which I 
now give to the _— I have kept the matter 
secret for a long time, but when Mr. Blaine nas 
been pushed to the very froat ef his party as 
arbitrator and dictator, and has reached and 
holds that position by fraud and treachery, it 
removed the sacredness of secrecy. The frieads 
of Mr. Conkling ewe him the right to be heard 
on all matters relating te Blaine’s integrity. I 
shall not vote fer Harrison this Fall, and no 
friend of Conkling can consistently do so. 
Blaine is the Republican Party, and by hie op- 
position to Conkling caused Gartield’s death 
and Conkling’s resixnation from palities, 

‘“[T pave been a Republican ever since the 
party started, but when it goes in fer fraud and 
roam I leave that. Of late years the Repup- 

ican Party seems to have but one object in 
view, and thatis to aid capitalists and bond- 
holders to squander the public lands and build 
up mammoth cerporations. These corporations 
In turn boom Biaine. [am too old to ask or 
bom ge anything from a political party now, 
and all I want is to leave the world better 
than I found it. But.when I think that 
Harrison is elected this Fall Blaine 
will be the head of the Government. as 
he was once before, I feel like going to. every 
friend of Conkling and telling him the shameful 
way he was treated by Blaine, and thereby 
removing from my heart the secrecy ot asubject 
which has ever been a painful one to me.”

HIS FRANK OPINION OF TAMMANY’S MR. 
RICHARD CROKER. 

Mayor Hewitt expressed himself at some 
length yesterday upon the subject of his re-elec- 
tion, “I observe,” he said, *‘ that I am charged 
by the leaders of Tammany Hall with having 
made an attack upon them, with the evident in- 
tention of paving the way for my renomination. 
Mr. Crokeris quoted as saying that I have 
taken the initiative in a quarrel with Tammany 
Hall. Ina letter to one of the morning papers 
he intimates that I have assumed this position 
for the purpose of securing a renomination. He 
is evidently incapable of conceiving that a man 
in a political position may possibly be sin- 
cere 1n What he says. ew, I am _  per- 
fectly sincere and in earnest in all that 
I have said, and ne man ought to know this 
any better than Mr. Croker. He has peculiar 
and special reasons for knowing that I am al- 
ways sincere in whatI say. When I declared 
that I desired above all things that the Demo- 
cratic factions would agree upon some man 
who would carry on this Government im the 
spirit in which I have conducted it—for the 
good of the entire people—and that if they did I 
would be glad to retire in his favor, I meant 
to be so understeod. But rather than see this 
office turned over to any man whe would make 
of it only a machine for publio plunder I would 
sacrifice every personal convenience—yes, 
would run into debt to prevent it. 

“Tt has been said,’ he continued, “that my 
oar tg has only been to put myself and the 

Younty Democracy in antagonism with Tam- 
many Hall That is untrue. Let Tammany 
Hall unite with the County Democracy and put 
im nomination for this oftiee a man of ability 
who would command the respect and confidence 
of this community, aad I will beglad ana will re- 
tire coptentedly. Butif they refuse to do this 1t

*‘mr, Crocker said in an interview some time 
age that I had disregarded the claims of his or- 
ganization; that l had refused to appoint the 
men whom they had requested to be appointed. 
Fortunately I have the lists that were given me 
by Tammany Hall stillin my possession. True, 
I did not appoint their candidates to the posi- 
tions which were demanded ferthemin every 
instance ; but do they mean to say thata man 
who is named for one position is unworthy of 
remy aoe to any other? I appointed Mr. 
O’Brien Corporation Counsel—that was just as 
they asked for it—and when he became a Judge 
they wanted me to appoint Mr. MacLean or Mr. 
Forster to his place. I did not appoint Foerster, 
and he believes I have not accomplished mach 
in my administration. As to Mr. MacLean, [, 
appointed him Police Commissiener, and con- 
sider that he Has made a very goodone. Mr. 
Porter, whom they wanted for Police Commie- 
sioner, I appointed Fire Commissioner.

The Mayor of this city should be 
the Mayor of the whole people, and the admin- 
istration should be conducted for the benefit of 
ali the people. In this position I am sure that I 
will be sustained by every right-minded man, 
whether he belong to the County Democracy, 
to Tammany Hall, or to the Republican Party. 

“'i'wo years ago Tammany Hall neminated 
me because they were afraid of Henry George. 
Now the County Democracy may choose te 
nominate me in order to defeat the scheme of 
Tammany Hall to get contro] of this Govern- 
ment. Two years ago I told the delexation 
from Tammany Hall that [ would be bound by 
no pledges. If, now, the County Democracy 
should nominate me the leaders will Know that 
the nomination was unsolicited and that I will 
submit to no pledges. My administration is be- 
fore the people and they know by that what to 
expect of me in the future.” 

Cemmissioner Croker said yesterday: “I do 
not think there is much chanee of a unien of 
the loeal forces on the county ticket. I do not 
sec why there should be. Of one thing you may 
be certain, Tammany Hall will neyer consent to 
a union which will give the County Democracy 
any further control of local offices. And for my 
part I confese it openly, I amin tavor of a tri- 
angular fight. I am in favor of it because it 
will bring out the full Democratic vote. That is 
what we most need this year. Experience has 
shown that when there has been a union on 
local offises the vote has been from 15,000 te 
18,000 less than the registration. When there 
is a fight the vote does enot fall off more than 
7,000.

ARCHBISHOP OORRIGAN'S SIL- 
VER JUBILEH. 
IMPRESSIVE CEREMONIES AT THE 

CATHEDRAL—CLERGY AND LAITY 
DO HONOR TO A FAITHFUL PASTOR, 
The celebration yesterday of the silver 


jubilee, or twenty-fifth anniversary in the 
priesthood, ef Archbishop Corrigan was sig- 





nalized by impressive ceremonies in the ca- 
thedral, the reading of addresses from the 
clergy and laity, the presentation of $18,400 by 
the clergy of the archdiocese, and a jubilee 
offering of $10,000 by Eugene Kelly for the 
new seminary. 

As large a gathering is rarely seen on 
@ week day in the cathedral as assem- 
bled there at 10:30 o’olook yesterday morning 
to assist at the pontifical mass. There were 
fully 5,000 persons present and nearly 400 
priests. The decorations of the sanctuary were 
four pyramids of roses on the altar and palms 
and plants on the floor. The regular quartet of 
the church—Miss Stewart, soprano; Miss 
Groebl, alto; Charles Kaiser, tenor, and C. H. 
Steinbuoh, baritone—assisted by r chorus of 50 
»woiees, rendered the following musical pro- 
gramme: ‘“ Ecce Sacerdos,” Lammel; Mass No. 
16, Haydn; offertory—*O Salutaris Hostia,” 
Pecher; benedictus—“ Ave Verum,” Gounod. 
The Trustees of the Cathelic Orphan Asylums 
of the cathedral, the Superior Counsil of the 
St. Vineent de Paul Society, and members of the 

q@atholio Club occupied seats at the head of 
the central aisle. All the religious erders sent 
delegates. 

In the procession of clergy from the 6ac- 
Tisty to the altar were all the Rectors and 
most of the assistants of city churches and 
many visitors. Among them were thé Rev. 
Martin J. Brophy of the Sacred Heart, the Rev. 
, Edward F. Slattery of St. Catherine’s, the Rev. 
' James H. McGean of 8t. Peter’s, the Rev. John 

J. Kean of St. James’s, the Rev. James J. Flood 


of St. John's, the Rev. Michael C. O’Farrell of 
St. Teresa’s, the Rev. Nichelas Hughes of St 
Mary’s, the Rev. John B. Salter of 8t. Joseph’s, 
ithe Rev. Charles H. Celton of St. Stephen’s, the 
Rev. John Edwards of the Immaculate Concep- 
ition, the Rev. Henry Prat ot St. Celumba’s, the 
Rev. Charles McCready of the Holy Cross, the 
Rev. Matthew A. Taylor, the Rev. Dr. John 
McQuirk of St. Paul’s, and representatives of 
the Jesuits, Redemptorists, Dominicans, snd 
Franciscans. After these came the monsignor 
\n their purple robes—Farley of this city, Seton 
of De Concilie, of Jersey City, and Doane of 
Newsrk, ‘then followed the prelates—Arch- 
bishop Ryan of Philadelphia, Bishop Wigger of 
Newark, Bishop Loughlin of Brooklyn, and 
Bishop Conrey of Curium. Last of all were the 
ministers of the mass olad in vestments of 
red velvet; Archbishop Corrigan, the celebrant, 
wearing achasuble, white mitre, and carrying a 
golden crosier; Mgr. Preston, the assistant 
priest; the Rev. Thomas J. McOluskey, deacon; 
the Rev. Michael J. Mulhern, sub-deacon; the 
Rev. Joseph H. McMahons, sub-deacon; the 
Very Rev. Dean Patrick Egan of Tarrytown; 
the Rev. John Edwards, deacon of honor, and 
the Rev. Charles E. McDonnell and the Rey. 
James W. Kelly, master of ceremonies. After 
the mass was finished the Archbishop retired to 
change his vestments, returning shortly in his 
ordinary robes and wearing over them the 
cappa magna or great cape of purple color, 
Vicar-General Donnelly then ascended the 
pulpit and read the following address of the 
clergy: 

MOsT KEVERENED AND DEAR ARCHBISHOP: Be- 
cause the spirit of St. Augustine, who begged that 
he might be the benefactor rather than the ruler of 
his people, is not unlike your own we, your priests, 
tirst tor ourselves and then for our flocks, have come 
to signalize your -silver jubilee in the priesthood. 
That it is a privilege as well as aduty we deubt 
notis the common sentiment that wells up to-day 
trom the great Catholic heart of New-York, which 
with profound faith and willing obedience acknowl- 
edges you as its spiritual head. This day must re- 
call to you that other, a quarter of a century back, 
when within the hallowed preeincts of the Rome of 
the Popes—which the invader and despoiler had not 
yet defiled—you stood up with the sacred eil of 
unction on your hands and the divine benediction 
on your brow 2 chosen Levite of the Lord. 
‘the miraculous gift of prophecy could alone 
have unerringly divined what the future had 
in store for you; but no szch gift was re- 
quired in the companions oft the years that had 
gone before to foresee that there would De no incon- 
gTuity between the past they knew and the present 
they behold. Enlarged responsibilities followed 
you, and ‘you were called to the episcopate, the plen- 
itude of the priesthood, the youngest Bishop in the 
church. And when the beloved ruler of the great- 
est diocese in America, whose worth had carried 
him to a place among the princes of the church, had 
become enfeebled, you assumed a part of his burden. 
For the next five years there was to be seen beside 
the gracious presence of the Cardinal another, who 
was there to smooth the pathway of his declining 
years. Those years taught us that God was indeed 
preparing a leader who when the time came would 
worthily hold and wield the rulership 6f this vast 
diocese, The interval since that time came is not 
long, but it permits us to say that when the mantle 
ofa Hughes anda McCloskey feli — you it fell 
upon one who combined the lionheartedness of 
the one with the gentleness of the other... May your 
years be lengthened out untila silver shall ve 
grown into a golden jubilee. 

William Hildreth Field, President of the Cath- 
olic Club, then read from inside the sanctuary 
gate this address of the society: 


BELOVED ARCHBISHOP: Mindful of your interest 
in our club, of which you are the most distinguished 
honorary member, and also mindful of our duty to 
testify our loyalty as Catholics on all fitting occa- 
sions, We gladly join with the clergy and faity in 
congratulating you on this happy anniversary, 
Your modest worth alone has elevated you to your 
present position. Thank God, you are still young, 
still gentle. Your kind and benignant, yet firm, 
Sway is recognized by both priests and people. Tne 
crosier of a prelate was_worthily conferred when 
confided to your hands. It will in no sense detract 
from the merits of your predecessor, our friend, the 
Cardinal, to note the increase of churches, private, 
institutions, and religious machinery generally 
under yourrule. But this 1s onlv an earnest of the 
greater work you will do in the 25 years tw come. 

The Archbishop, who was visibly affeeted, re- 
plied from the pulpit. He said: 

* Words fail me to express adequately and as I 
would desire the feelings of joy and giad surprise 
and gratitude to God awakened by the presence of 

such hosts of friends, by the over-induigent ad- 
dresses, and by the many marks of esteem lavished 
on me during the last few days of my jubilee cele- 
bration. These multiplied demonstrations of es- 
teem would justly fill me with embarrassment if [ 
did not realize that they must be looked upon with 
the eyes of faith, that you appreciate the mind of 
the church in encouraging the holding of such 
\ceremonies, Some of the glory of the great High 
‘Priest is projected upon pontiffs and prelates who 
iy sacred ordination became his representatives. 
To lift up daily for 25 years the unspotted host, the 
price of redemption, to speak the Word of God by 
authority, is indeed a great grace. Does net this 
scene recall the plaint of Moses: ‘There are 600,000 
footmen of the people, and why shouldst Thou put 
their weight on me, to carry as it were in my 
bosom?’ And yet the Lord had mercy on Moses 
aod gave hin many assistants and he succeeded, 
and soit will always be if the flock and the shep- 
herd work togther. Four years ago there was an- 
other jubilee here—a golden jubilee. Alas! we have 
lost him whom we delighted to honor. His last words 
on & public occasion, then spoken, were: ‘I desire 
that you all stand together, the priests reverenc- 
ing their Bishops, the laity loving their priests, the 
Bishops, priests, and peopleall living in happy com- 
munion under the august head of the cnurch.’ God 
grant that that legacy of wisdom may be not merely 
ahope but an accomplished fact and permanent 
reality.” 

After the Archbishop’s speech the Te Deum 
Was sung by both the large and Father Kell- 
ner’s chancel choir, and the church service end- 
edatiP.M. The Archbishop then entertained 
the clergy at dinner in the female erphun 
asylum, where they made the presentatien of 
the purse. Arehbishep Ryan, who was called 
on fora speech, said that what he predicted 
wen he spoke at the conferring of the pallium 
on Archbishop Corrigan had come to pass—he 
was the proper man for the place. What had 
been said about his lionheartedness in tne ad- 
dress of the clergy was true. Among his breth- 
renin the episcopate he was regarded as a 
model ecclesiastic. 

After diuner, until late im the evening, the 
Archbishep was kept busy replying ww ad- 
dresses frem various bedies in this country, in 
Rome, and in Canada. A great many telegrams 
were received. The Pope in a letter some days 
aso sent his special blessing, and Cardinal 
Simeoni, Prefect of the Propaganda, inelosed 
his good wishes. Bishop O’Farreli of Trenton 
regretted his inability to attend. Cardinal Gib- 
bons telegraphed : ‘Accept my congratulations 
on this auspicieus eccasion, with prayers for 
continued happiness.” Bishop George McClus- 
key of Louisville said : **Not able to write. 
Heaven’s blessings on your feast.” Bishop Fitz- 
gerald of Little Rock, Cardinal Taschereau of 
Quebec, the Rev. Dr. Schulte of St. Charles's 
Seminary, Overbrook; Bishop Burke of Chey- 
enue, the Rev. Edward Allen, President of 
Mount St. Mary’s College; the Very Rev. E. 

Lorin, head of the Notre Dame Congregation, 
Indiana; Bishop Wadkams of Ogdensburg; 
Mgr. O'Connell, President of the American Col- 
lege, Rome, and Mer. Jacobini, Secretary of the 
Propaganda, all sent congratulations. 

Archbishop Corrigan was born in Newark, 
Aug. 13, 1840; ordained priest Sept. 19, 1863; 
‘was mado President of Seton Hall College 
when 28 years eld; created Bishop of Newark 
in 1873, and Coadjutor to the See of New-York 
Oct. 1,1880. It is not announced what dispesal 
he will make of the priests’ testimonial, but the

THE OONVENTION ADJOURNS. 


THE LAST DAY OF THE TY POTHET2’S 
ANNUAL MEKTING. : . 

The annual meeting of the United Typoth- 
ets adjourned yesterday afternoon, after de- 
olaing to hold the next conventien at St. Louis 
Oct. 3, 1889. The committee on the Interna- 
tienal Copyright bill reported that they were 

not prepared to make recommendations. At 
their suggestion Dr. Edward Egxleston, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the Copy- 
right League, addressed the convention in de- 
fense of the Chace-Breekinridge bill. Very 
many delegates believed the bill benefited 
nobody butthe publishers. Dr. Eggleston re- 
plied that the bill was not entirely satisfactory 
to any one of the numerous conflicting interests 
involved, but was the best compromise that 
could be made. He was surprised to hear of op- 
position from American printers. Eaglish print- 
ers “marched in procession against it,’”’ he said, 

Mr. Jonston, a gentleman lately arrived from 
Scotland, said that Scotch printers would have 
to emigrate to America if. the bill was passed, 
Dr. Eggleston eontinued that a copyright could 
be haa only for books made entirely in this 
country. Herce, tothe regret of all authors, the 
importation of plates made in England is pro- 
hibited. ‘There is nothing, however, to pre- 
vent the exportation of American plates to 
England. he trade in cheap books, he 
thought, would not be hurt by the bill, fer so 
long as the market existed it surely would be 
supplied. Mr. W. Appleton, who was 
present, allewed himself to be quoted as au- 
thority fer the last statement. What the 
American publisher wanted, the speaker said, 
‘was protection against those who print cheap 
editions of works upon which the original pub- 
lishers had spent thousands of dollars in adver- 
tising and making publics. 

A spirited discussion resulted in the defeat of 
aresolution emphatically disapproving of the 
bill, and the entire question was referred to the 
Executive Committee. Hardly a delegate gave 
his support to the bill, but those who did not 
vigorously oppose it were undecided, and, there- 
fore, hesitated to commit themselves. 

These rules tor the trade were then adopted 
on recommendation of the committee: Electro- 
type plates unused for over one year shall be 
subject to a charge of $1 per year for each box; 
sheet stock unused for over a yeur, 50 cenis per 

ear for each 1,000 sheets; matter left stand- 
ng, 10 cents per month for each 1,000 ents. 
Tne Committee on Keformed Apprenticeship 
recommended the adoption ef the torm of in- 
denture used in the St. Louis Typothete. This 
was referre: to the Executive Committee, to- 
rather with the matter of trade schools. Reso- 
utions were adepted censuring the type found- 
ers for raising prices, and protests were made 
agaivst the swale of paper to the public at the 
same price as te printers, and against the start- 
ing of book binderies, &c., without capital. 

Bresident Plank and his committee of the In- 
ternational Typographical Union wrote a letter 
to the convention asking for a conference upon 
the following topics: The institution of a propor 
apprenticeship system, separate unions tor the 
boek and the job trade, withdrawal of foremen 
from union membership, and arbitration. The 
communication was referred to the Executive 
Committee after the usual debate upon such 
union topics, 

Otticers for the ensuing year were elected as 
follows: President—Andrew McNally of Chi- 
Gago; Vice-Presidents—L. L. Morgan of New- 
Haven, Clayton McMichael of Philadelphia, W.

©. R. Andrews of Rochester. Rules for the 
propagation of Typethete and mutual benetit 
associations on the Chicago plan were adopted. 
The matter of arbitration was left selely to the 
local Typothetz. Very pleasant recegnition 
was made of the efficient service rendered by 
Mr. De Vinne, Secretary Davidson, and the 
other retiring officers, and hearty appreciation 
Was expressed by the Western men for their 
generous entertainment in New-York.

THE LARGEST COTTON OROP. 

The official statement of the cotton crop 
of the United States for the season of 1887-8 
was given out atthe Cotton Exchange yester- 
day. The crep is the largest one aver grown in 
America, being 547,248 bales larger than the 
previous one, and exceeding that of 1882-3, 
hitherto the largest on record, by 96,000 bales. 
The total crop this season is 7,046,833 bales; 
the total exports to Europe and Mexieo amount 
to 4,627,502 bales, an increase in exports to 
those countries over the preceding year of 
182,200 bales, The amount taken by spinners 
of the United States and Canada is 2,315,099, 
making a total consumption of 6,942,601, in- 
cluding exports. On Sept. 1,1887, there were 
78,945 bales en hand at ports, and at the clese 
of the season the total stock on hand, after such 
a heavy crop, was only 180,062 bales, the ether 
3,115 bales having been consumed by fires. The 
Southern spinners took 456,090 bales of the 
crop and Northern spinners, including Canada, 
1,859,009 bales. 

The Sea island crop was 40,320 bales, of 
which 20,613 were shipped to Europe, and 
19,560 to Northern mills, leaving 147 bales on 
hand Aug. 31, 1888. The weight of bules as 
compared with the preceding season is also 
greater. The average rate of upland in 1887-8 
is 488.69 pounds, against 485.37 the preceding 
year. The average weight of Sea Island in 
1887-8 is 373.58 against 340.60 the preceding 
season, showing, with the large increase in both 
number and weight of bales, by far the best 
record ever made by United States cotton 
growers. 





FLAGS FOR SOHOOLS. 

Friends of Grammar School No. 44 and 
Primary School No. 11 recently contributed 
sufficient money to buy for the school buildings 
flagstafis and flags, and yesterday presented 
them to the schools with appropriate exercises 
in the female department of the grammar 
school at North Moere and Varick streets. 
Chairman Henry C. West of the Board of 
Trustees presided. About 40 visitors were 
present. Mr. F. C. Clark made the presentation 
speech, and ex-Judge Gedney, who was gradu- 
ated from the school, received the flags on its 
behalf. Mayor Hewitt sent the following letter 
in response to aninvitatiou to be present: 

“Tam in receiptof your invitation to attend the 
presentation of flags to the school on Thursday, the 
20th inst, but regret to say that I have promised 
to go to Trenton on that day to attend a wedding of 
one of my relatives, so that it will be impossible for 
me to eos the invitation. 1 think that the pres- 
entation of flags to schools is a very patristic act, 
and every elfort to keep alive in the public mind the 
fundamental principles of free government, as rep- 
resented by the flag, has my hearty sympathy.” 

The fiags are now fiying over the main en- 
trances of the schools.

They gern such good, pa- 
tient cricket that they did not give their oppo- 
nents time to get out so that the match ceuld 
be won. New-York playea two men short in 
the first inning and ome inthe second, while 
New-Jersey had a full team.

TROUBLE BETWEEN BISHOP ©™’QUAID 


AND FATHER LAMBERT. 
Rocuester, N. Y., Sept. 20.—Some time 
ago Bishop McQuaid saw fit te discharge Father 
Lambert, Pastor of the Roman Catholio church 
at Waterloo, one of the largest parishes in the 
diocese of. Roehsster, and sent Father Hickey of 
Lyons to succeed him. This aetien of the Bishop 
was very distasteful to many of the parishion- 
ers of Father Lambert, who have held several 
meetings, passed resolutions to support their 
former Puster, and are now raising money 
to enable him toappeal the case to Cardinal 
Simeoni, Prefect of the Propaganda. Father 
Lambert years ago obtained reputation as the 


author of an answer to Robert G. Ingersoll, 
which has had a large sale. The trouble be- 
tween Father Lambert and Bishop McQuaid is 
of many Ari growth, and a gentleman well 
versed in the history of the diocese gives the fol- 
lowing facts in regard to their relationship: 

The trouble in connection with Father Lam- 
bert originated about a dozen yearsago. Ho 
started a paper in Waterloo village called the 
Catholic Times, and continued its publication for 
nearly three years, wuen it was removed to 
Kochaster and edited in part by the priest 
and a lay Roman Catholic. After a brief ex- 
istence it was purchased by the publishers of 
the Buffalo Catholic Union, which paper there- 
after took the name of Oatholic Union and 
Yimes. Bishop McQuaid was not in favor of the 
publication of the paper from the start, and to 
save any disturbance that would arise Father 
Lambert disposed of the whole concern. It was 
about this time the trouble began to present 
itself to the people of Father Lambert’s charge. 

The next thing that caused a large share of 
the differences is the long-existing dislike of the 
heads of the Rochester and Buffale Roman 
Catholic dioceses for each other. Father Lam- 
bert is a warm friend of the autherities of the 
Buffalo diocese. This seems to have ~reatly 
displeased Bishop McQuaid, but it es to 
have made littie difference with Father Lam- 
bert. Father Lambert has made himself one of 
the leading citizens of Waterloo. He was, un- 
til his late trouble in ecclesiastical matters, 
erecting an imposing churoh, to be dedicated to 
St. Mary, and many dollars have been expended 
upon it thus far from a part of the revenue from 
his ‘‘ Notes on Ingersoll.” Not many years ago 
he was almost persuaded to take up his minis- 
trations in the diecese of Buffalo, but his long 
attachment to the people of Waterleo doubtiess 
induced him to abandon this plan. The fact 
that an episcopal visitation had not been made 
to his parish in a number of years ia a matter 
with the Bishop, but the rules call for sueh a 
visit at least once a year. ?

These members 
will then form a new corporation and, under 
a& new name, buy back the hospital and then 
carry on the hospital as such under the new 
management. 

On the other band, the opponents have, be- 
fore Referee Burrill, raised the point as to 
whether, on the death of Mother McNulty, the 
sole plaintiff, the suit should not come to ar 
end. In case a decision te that effect is made 
the opponents will prebably begin an action to 
estabiush their claim to membership and let the 
courts decide the case, 





AN ITALIAN ANNIVERSARY. 

The eighteenth anniversary of the en- 
trance into Rome of the Italian troops was cele- 
brated yesterday by the Italian colony with the 
usual patriotic enthusiasm annually displayed 
in honor of that important epoch in their coun- 
try’s history.

FALL REGATTA OF THE NEW- 
YORK YAOHT OLUB. 

A SMALL FLEET IN THE START—THE 
DAUNTLESS, SHAMROCK, GRAYLING, 
AND ADELAIDE ARE THE WINNERS. 

The annual Fall regatta of the New-York 
Yaeht Club, which has been omitted for three 
years owing to the prior claims of the America’s 
Cup races, was sailea yesterday in a tine south- 
erly breeze. An unusually small fleet of yachts 
started, which was the more to be deplored on 
account of the fact that several skimmers of 
the seas, including Commodore A. Cass Can- 
field’s fast and beautiful schooner Sea Fox and 
T. J. Coolidge’s schooner [roquois were in the 
bay and might have been entered had their 
owners felt inclined to have a struggle. Owing 
_to their failure to enter anda to the able racer 
Magic being badly handicapped at the start 
through waiting in the Horseshoe for the arrival 
of the Monmouth with some ef her people on 
board, ex-Commodore A. Latham Fish’s famous 
schooner Grayling had practically a walk-over 
in her class. It is a pity that one or both of her 
chief competitors, the Sea Fox and the Sachem, 
were not in the race, for a fairer day to test the 
speed of yachts was never seen off Sandy 
Hook. The wind was south-seutheast at the 
start, but hauled to due south by the time the 
leading yachts had rounded the first mark. No 
one was especially favored by the change, and 
as the wind held true and blew steadily a 
healthy whole-sall breeze during the remainder 
of the day there was no chance for flukes. 
There was very little chance for juggling with 
the tide, either, as the race was sailed over the 
new outside course, the racers going out with 
the ebb tide and coming in with the flood. 

The course was from an imaginary line drawn 
from Buoy C2, off the northwest extremity of 
Flynn’s Knoll, near Sandy Hook, and the flag- 
ship Electra, anchored half a mile to the south- 
west of it, south of Buoy 8%, north of Buoy 5, 
to and around the Sandy Hovk Lightship, 
keeping that on the starboard hand, thence to 
and around a stakeboat anchored half a mile 
south of the spar buoy on the Shrewsbury 
Rocks, off Monmouth Beach, thence back over 
the same course to the finish. The preparatory 
gun was fired at 11:22. The yachts at this 
time were lying to windward ef the line, the 
Katrina gaining the windward position in the 
mancuvring before the start, though the 
Dauntless and Fanny reached the line anead of 
hor. The yachts crossed in the oho: order: 
Dauntless and H'auny, together; atrina, 
Alarm, Shamrock, Ageiaide, Grayling, Wizard, 
and Magic. The last two were handicapped 
at 11:42, their actual time of crossing being, 
Wizard, 11:46:04; Magic, 11:54:57. All hands 
gg on the starsoard tack under all plain 
sail. ° 
There was nosea on outside to speak of, but 
the wind was turning upa fine lot of white- 
topped furrows of diminutive size but business- 
like aspect, and it looked asif someef the yachts 
might have all the weather they wanted be- 
fere night. The Katripa was the windward 
boat of the fleet when she went abouton the port 
tack abreast of the Scotland Lightship at 
12:21:15. The Shamreck came uext, closely 
followed by the Grayling. Dowa to leeward of 
her was the Dauntless, with the Fanny half a 
mile astern and the Alarm a quarter of a mile 
further back. The Adelaide came next, fol- 
lowed by the Wizard and the Magic far behind. 
The Shamreck went on the port tack at 
12:24:46. The Adelaide tacked at 12:34. The 
Katrina went about at 12:35, and the Shamrock 
followed her in half @ minute. The Dauntless 
quit her long starboard leg and got on the port 
tack at 12:36:10. The Grayling followed suit 
at 12:37:14, and the Alarm also came about at 
12:38. The Katrina got on the port tack once 
more to head forthe lightship at 12:40 and 
breke out her baby jib topsail.

The other yachts were not timed. The figures 
show thatin the beat out to the lightship the 
Katrina gained 1 minute 16 seconds on the 
Shamrock.

These figures show that the Shamrock gained 
1 minute 16 seconds on the Katrina on’ this leg.

These 
tigures make it appear that while the Katrina 
can beat the Shamrock ’'on the two most im- 
portant points of salling—beating and reaching 
—the Shamrock is greatly her superior in run- 
ning.

THHY WANT THEIR MONEY. 


GESCHEIDT HEIRS MENTION THEIR 
CLAIMS AGAINST COL FELLOWS, 

Judge Barrett, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday, listened to argument on the ex- 
ceptions by both sides to Referee J. Alfred 
Davenport's report, by which Ool. John R. Fel- 
lows is directed to pay over $7,069 belonging to 
the Gescheidt estate, Col. Fellows was not in 
court. 

Referee Davenport decides that Col. Fellows 
ought to pay legal interest on the original 
amount due to the Geschelds heirs, which was 
about $3,000. Henry M. Gescheiat argued that 


Col. Fellows had been guilty of nad faith and 
management in bis conduct of the affairs of the 
estate, and should therefore be charged with 
compound interest. If this view were suéa- 
tained by the court Col. Fellows woula be 
obliged to pay the Gescheidt heirs about $14,000. 
George Mill, his counsel, contended that Col. 
Fellews should only be charged trust company 
interest, as, if he had been so ordered by the 
court, he would have deposited the money with 
@ trust company. 

Mr, Gescheidt charged Col. Fellews with bad 
Management in the sale of sume property in 
Brooklyn belonging to the Gescheidt estate, and 
wanted him te be directed to pay over about 
$4,000 on account of it. The property, he 
Claimed, was sold at auction for about $6,000, 
and after a percentage down had been paid, the 

urehaser refused totake title, and Col. Fellows, 
nstead of forcing him tu do so, as he could have 
done, resold the property for about $4,000 less 
than it brought at the first sale. Mr. Gescheidt 
was also anxious that Col. Fellows should be 
made toreturn over $1,800 which had, under 
an understanding, been allewed him ‘o pay 
certain counsel f-es which had not been liqul- 
dated, though Col. Fellows had hung on to the 


money. 

Mr, Hill took exception to Col. Fellows being 
obliged to pay about $900, the costs of the ref- 
erence before Mr. Davenport.
